Committee Tomorrow to Be- 
gin Studying What Levies 
Shall Be Reduced. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 
Democrats on the House ways and 
means committee have virtually aban- 
doned the fight for a $400,000,000 tax 
reduction bill, and are prepared to ac- 
cept $300,000,000, and there was consid- 
erable evidence yesterday that even less 
than this sum may be written into the 
committee bill. 

Representative John N. Garner, of 
Texas, ranking minority member of the 
committee, declared that while he still 
thought a $400,000,000 reduction could 
be had, he did not intend to Insist on 
it under existing circumstances. 

“I haven't changed my mind a bit 
about how much taxes should be re- 
duced,” he said, “but I'm not going to 
butt my brains out against a stone wall. 
If the committee says $300,000,000, I'll 
accept it.” He expressed the opinion, 
however, that a compromise around 
$325,000,000 might result. 


Like Treasury Figure. 


None of the members, either Repub- 
licans or Democrats, who would dicuss 
the outcome of the committee’s delib- 
erations, was willing to accept the 
Treasury recommendations of a $225,- 
000,000 cut. Nevertheless, the Republi- 
cans did not seem to want to get very 
far away from that figure, while the 
Treaury’s insistence that its estimates 
this year are close has had its effect on 
the Democrats. It is their attitude that 
has caused Garner to decide not to press 
or a $400,000,000 slice. 

Chairman Madden, of the House ap- 
ropriations committee, after a call at 
he White House predicted that the bill 
ould call for a $250,000,000 reduction 
when it comes out of committee, but 
the consensus is that it will be sround 
$275,000,000 and may be $300,000,000. 

/ Most of the committee members seem 
io favor giving the corporations the 
bulk of the reduction and to apply any 
finds that are left over to the sutomo- 
tile taxes. Secretary Mellon in recom- 
mefiding a total slice of $225,000,000 
piposed that the corporation tax should 
bé reduced to 12 per cent. V y all 
the committee favors a larger reduc- 
tian in this levy, and if the fotal de- 
crease must be held down, there is con- 
siderable sentiment among them to let 
other levies suffer, that a more sub- 
stantial cut can be made in the cor- 
poretion tax. 
May Not Cut Income Levy. 

There are not a few indications that 
the tax on incomes in the so-called 
intermediate brackets, which were rec- 
ommended for revision by Secretary 
Mellon, will be untouched in the bill 
prepated by the committee.

New York, Nov. 19 (A.P.).—College 
tuition has increased 300 per cent dur-

leges and universities of the United 
States. 

“Men students paid &@n average tui- 
tion fee of $329 this fall, and women 
paid $343,” said Mr, Jones, who is pres- 
ident of the John Price Jones Corpora- 
tion. “The difference in the two tuition 
rates is caused by the fact that men’s 
institutions are more liberally endowed 
than are those for women. 

“In 1907 the average tuition for men 
was $125 and for women $147. These 
fees are still on an upward trend.”

money-spending proclivities, under the 
political sway of Gov.

The feeling among local Republicans 
is that Gov. Smith is sure to be nomi- 
nated by the Democrats, and that his 
candidacy will put this State in the 
doubtful column unless President 
Coolidge is renominated. The State 
leaders, generally speaking, interpret 
the President’s August ‘Statement as 
indicating his intention to quit poli- 
tics at the end of his present term, 
and with few exceptions they are lined 
up for Charles E. Hughes as an alter- 
native favorite candidate, 

Hughes Firm for Coolidge. 


Judge Hughes on his return from 
Europe early in the fall declared “first, 
last and all the time” for Coolidge for 
President, and he lately assured in- 
quirers that he had not changed his 
views an iota.

AUTHORITY SOUGHT 
TO BUILD 12 POOLS 


Regulation of Private Building 
Near Public Works Also 
Urged by Commission. 


A comprehensive legislative program, 
designed to promote the beautification 
of Washington, was prepared yesterday 
by the National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission. It will be submitted 
first to the Bureau of the Budget and 
then the efforts of the commission will 
be devoted to having it enacted into 
law at the coming session of Congress. 

Essent/ls of the program which Con- 
gress will be asked to enact into law 
are: Hoy 

A measure requiring that plans for 
all buildings to be located on private 
property within 200 feet of any Gov- 
ernment property be submitted to and 
approved by the Commission of Fne 
Arts. 

Speeding up, of the park and play- 
ground program by enactment of 
amendments liberalizing the laws cov- 
ering condemnation proceedings and 
appointment of an additional justice 
to hear condemnation cases in which 
the Federal Government is a party. 

Increased appropriations for the pur- 
chase of land for parks in Maryland 
and Virginia. 

Expansion of the present limitation 
for two bathing pools, so as to allow 
the commission to establish ten addi- 
tional ones should they be desired. 

The commission pledged anew ite 
support of the measure introduced in 
the last Congress ordering submission 
to the Commission of Fine Arts, of 
plans for all buildings to be located 
within 200 feet of any public building, 
public park, parkway or government 
reservation. 

Approval Required for Payments, 


It provides further that permits for 
buildings in this category not be issued 
until the plans have been approved by 
the Fine Arts Commission as involving 
no reasonably avoidable impairment of 
public values on public buildings or 
parks. 

Members of the commission explained 
that the measure is based on two pro- 
visions, the first, constitutional giving 
Congress power to exercise exclusive leg- 
islation in all such cases in the Dis- 
trict and on agreement of original 
owners of land in which the District is 
located, that conveyance of lots to pur- 
chasers should be “on such conditions 
as*thought reasonable by the President 
for regulating the materials and man- 
ner of the buildings and improvements 
generally” in the city of Washington. 

The measure is prompted further in 
consideration of special benefits to 
owners of adjacent property due to 
construction of public buildings and 
establishment of public parks and 
other reservations. 

Facilitation of the process of acquir- 
ing needed public land through court 
condemnation proceedings, is promised 
by success’of a bill providing for ac- 
quisition by the United States, by pur- 
chese or condemnation, of land within 
the Dis*rict for public building erec- 
tion, park, parkwa, and playground es- 
tablishment or other public uses. 


Would Apply to Triangle Sites. 


This measure, which also would ap- 
ply to procurement of land still needed 
for the Federal building sites in the 
triangle north of The Mall, has for its 
main purpose certain changes in the 
system of condemnation, whereby an 
additional justice of the District Su- 
preme Court would preside in all con- 
demnation cases for land in the Dis- 
trict for the United States. 
The ‘legislative proposal, which does 
not apply to acquisition of land with- 
in the District by the District Commis- 
sioners, specifies the additional justice 
should personally, with such of the pare 
ties as are concerned who may attend, 
view property to be taken, hear the 
evidence in the caser and, alone, act 
as Jury making the award of damages. 
In case of objectoin of any party con- 
cerned to an award by the justice alone, 
it will be made by a jury of three 
members. 
Besides this, the bill permits an ap- 
peal to the Court of Appeals of the Dis- 
trict. It provides further, however, that 
at any time after the condemnation 
has been filed, the United States may 
take possession of the property by pay- 
ing into the court for the use of the 
owner, a sum not less that three- 
fourths of the assessed value. In case of 
this, however, the award may include 
interest on the deferred portion from 
the time possession is taken until date 
of the damage award. 

Advantage Urged. 
Members of the commission declared 
that the advantages of this bill over 
existing condemnation processes Me in 
the fact that one court with one jus- 
tice will pass on all of the cases; that 
he will become familiar, both with pro- 
ceedure, nature of real estate concerned

Constant sleeping in a poorly ventilated room helps 
to reduce the resistance of the body against disease and 
makes it a soil in which the germs of tuberculosis 
thrive.

MARSHAL SEIZES BONDS 
~ IN BLACKMER ACCOUNT 


$1 00,000 of Liberty Loan 
Issue Credited to Missing 
Witness Impounded. 


(Associated Press.) 

An ominous quiet settled over the 
grand jury investigation of the Gov- 
ernment’s charges of jury tampering 
in the Fall-Sinclair oil conspiracy triai 
as the Jury reconvened in a short ses- 
sion yesterday without taking up any- 
thing in connection with the case. 

Assistant District Attorney Burkin- 
shaw said that while the grand jury 
was devoting its time to other cases 
the Government still was g on 
its investigation into that ef- 
forts had been made to improperly in- 
fluence the Fall-Sinclair trial jury 
This inquiry he said might not be 
completed for several da 

But the silence that marked the 
grand jury investigation was broken by 
Justice Siddons, of the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court, who in ap 
order removing District Attorney Gor- 
don’s namé from a committee he had 
appointed to investigate possible con- 
tempt of his court in the mistrial 
the conspiracy case, announced that 
correspondence between himself and 
Gordon nad been made public withou: 
his permission. The futstice furthe) 
ordered that the exchange between 
himself and Gordon should be made 
_ of the record of the contempt 
order. 


Gordon Expresses Opinion. 


The correspondence included Gor- 
don’s letter asking Justice Siddons to 


permit him to withdraw from the com- 
mittee. This committee, now composed 
of John E. Lasky and James E. Easby- 
Smith, was instructed to investigate 
events leading up to the mistrial in 
the conspiracy case and determine 
whether there had been contempt of 
court. 

Gordon, in withgdrawing from the 
committee, told the justice that he 
believed from the time of the mistrial 
that contempt had been committed 
and that he had been ready to prose- 
cute such charges. He said that since 
the mistrial he had been presenting 
the case to the grand jury and felt he 
should not serve. 

Justice Siddgns, in accepting the 
withdrawal, expressed regret that an 
officer of the court who believing con- 
tempt had been committed “neverthe- 
less seeks to be excused.” 

After this exchange Gordon made 
the correspondence public. A news- 
paper man asked Justice Siddons about 
it and he wrote to Gordon to inquire 
whether he had made the exchange 
public. Gordon, in a terse note, re- 
plied that he “gave out te the press 
both my letter and your acknowledge- 
ment thereof.” ‘ 


- Blackmer Liberty Bonds Seized. — 


During the day $100,000 in Liberty 
loan bonds, deposited in the name of 
H. M. Blackmer, missing witness in the 
Pall-Sinclair trial, was seized by the 
United States marshal on orders of 
Justice Siddons. The seizure was made 
under the order which cited Blackmer, 
who is now in France, to appear in 
court January 6 next and show cause 
why he should not be punished for con- 
tempt for not responding to a sum- 
mons to testify for the Government at 
the Fall-Sinclair trial. The Govern- 
ment sought, through Blackmer’s tes- 
timony, to bear out its claim that $230,- 
500 in Liberty loan,borids passed from 
Harry F. Sinclair to Albert B, Fall after 
the leasing of Teapot Dome while Fall 
was Séretary of the Interior. 

The bonds were deposited in a bank 
here by Blackmer’s attorneys who will 
contend that the law, sponsored by 
Senator Walsh, of Montana, empower- 
ing the Government to seize a missing 
witness’ property under such circum- 
stances is unconstitutional. 

The grand jury investigating the jury 
tampering charges will resume its ses- 
sions tomorrow, but whether anything 
pertaining to the Government's inves- 
tigation would then be placed before it 
Burkinshaw wo. i not say. The grand 
jury’s tenure will not end until Janu- 
ary 3, and Burkinshaw said if the in- 
quisitors saw fit they need not report 
until then However, it was announced 
a week ago indictments were expected 
within a few days.

ACTION IS INDECISIVE 
AFTER LONG DEBATE 


Delano Explains Five-Year 


Program and Calls Tax 
Burden Too Heavy. 


The spécial meeting of the Federation 
of Citizens Associations called last night 
to vote on the proposal that the Dis- 
trict borrow $10,000,000 or more from 
the Federal Government with which to 
buy parks, resulted in two and a half 
hours of debate after which no decis- 
ion was made but the issue was referred 
back to committee. Thereafter a few 
questions were voted upon and the 
meeting was closed when a delegate 
made the point that a quorum was not 
present. 

Not. only did the meeting result in 
direct postponement of the question by 
the federation, but additional delay was 


forecast when several delegates whose 
associates had already voted in opposi- 
tion to the loan served notice that they 
would move to reconsider. Action by 
the federation may have to wait on 
another vote by the associations, 

Frederic A. Delano, member of the 
National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission, addressed the meeting to 
explain the project as embodied in the 
Gibson bill. He said that it was pro- 
posed to borrow $2,000,000 a year for 
five years from the Treasury at 3.65 per 
cent interest, to be paid over a period 
of 27 years at $560,000 a year out of the 
annual appropriation of $600,000 regu- 
larly given the commission to purchase 
park lands. 


Money to Be Spent in District. 


He said that perhaps the loan would 
have to be increased to $12,000,000 or 
$13,000,000 and that it was planned to 
spend half of it for playgrounds and 
small parks,’ one-quarter for lands to 
connect existing parks and one-quarter 
for larger areas, including the Oxen 
Run tract. 

In reply to questions from the dele- 
gates he said that the commission never 
had proposed to spend any money 
raised from District taxes for land lo- 
cated outside the District. Some dele- 
gates asked if it was a bond issue pro- 

. Mr. Delano said that it was not. 

Delegate William G. Henderson moved 
that the bill be amended to provide 
that the National government should 
assume half the financial burden and 
that none of the money be spent out- 
side the District and that the bill, so 
amended, be approved. 

Jesse C. Suter moved that the entire 
question be referred back jointly to 
the Federation committees on law and 
legislation and highways, parks and 
waterways. After considerable discus- 
sion this motion prevailed. 


Would Change Tax Basis. 


Mr. Delano incidentally contributed 
his. personal views on the troubled 
question of fiscal relations between the 
national and District governments. He 
said: — 


“The people of the District should be 
charged a rate of taxation determined 
by the average rate of other cities of 
the same size. The Federal Govern- 
ment should determine how much is 
required to maintain the Nationai 
Capital properly and should pay the 
difference. If a percentage plan is de- 
sired, the percentage should be arrived 
at in that way At present the Govern- 
ment is paying less than 25 per cent 
I share the opinion that that is not 
enough.” 

The federation adopted*a committee 
report approving the widening of 
streets but asking Congress for legisla- 
tion to relieve abutting property own- 
ers of special assessments to pay for 
the work on the theory that it was a 
general and not a special benefit. 

A proposal to establish a park up the 
center of Massachusetts avenue north- 
west from Macomb street to the Dis- 
trict line was approved.

Martinsburg, W. Va., Nov. 19.—Inves- 
tigation by Berkeley County authori-

Wise submitted to questioning this 
afternoon before procuring as counsel 
Attorney H. E. Hannis, who said Wise 
told substantially the same story that 
had been told previously by Smith and 
Fitzsimmons. 

Wise was released on his own recog- 
nizance to appear when wanted. 

The prosecutor declined to go into 
details and Wise, on advice of counsel, 
also remained silent after the exami- 
nation. 

Later, however, officials indicated he 
had told them that he hit Livers and 
grappled with him in the hotel cor- 
ridor, but would not amplify the state- 
ment.

Commissioner Dill Says Merit 
System Successful in Talk 
to Political Club. 


BUREAU WORK OUTLINED 


Outlining the history of the civil 
service since the inception of the 
United States Civil Service Law in 1883, 
Civil Service Commissioner Jessie Dell 


yesterday told the Women’s Political 
Student. Club that opportunities for 
women in government service are 
greater now than they have ever been.

Miss Dell brought out that the first 
woman was appointed to the govern- 
ment service in 1862, under Gen. Spin- 
ner, treasurer of the United States.

Six Procurement Districts.

The chief of engineers’ stock of ap- 
proximately $5,400,000 worth of equip- 
ment and supplies, is being depleted 
annually at the rate of about $600,000. 
The annual appropriation for supplies 
has for many years been far below 
amounts necessary for purchase of re- 
quirements on tables of allowances.

No matter how heavily 4 
family may have suffered in the tornado 
if its financial resources are such that 
it can rehabilitate itself without out- 
side assistance, it may expect no heip 


from the Red Cross. , 
Funds to be Given Outright. 


No money will be loaned to the needy, 
Maj. Gen, George Barnett, chairman of 
the local chapter of the Red Cross, said 
yesterday. The Red Cross, he explained, 
al gives its money outright, and 
th is no obligation incurred by the 
recipient. . | 

“Thus far in our survey,” said Gen. 
Barnett, “we have not found as much 
personal suffering and individual need 
as we e ed. The tornado did not 
wipe out any large area, but jumped 
from place. to place. In almost. every 
instance persons whose homes were 
wrecked have found friends or rela- 
tives nearby to take them in.” 

“We have not found it n to 
use any of the school buildings to house 
refugees, although several have been 
offered by the school authorities. 


Workers Canvass Storm Area. 


“We will know more about conditions 
when we have received the report of 
the workers who now are making a 
house-to-house canvass of the stricken 
districts, but we feel certain that there 
are no cases of actual suffering. 
Through our headquarters in the Hine 
Junior High School, we are keeping in 
close touch with the area and will 
promptly meet aH »mergency needs.”

Proved by Record. 


After going over the mass of data 
obtained by the Board of Trade in its 
survey last summer, Evans stated, the 
bureau officials declared they felt un- 
questionably that the Federal Govern- 
ment was not paying a fair share of 
the burden of maintaining the District 
of Columbia, and this could be easily 
proved by the records of the survey; 
that the citizens of W m were 
carrying a tax burden as much or more 
as cities of similar size and industrial 
centers of the North; further, that the 
survey made by the board was sound 
enough to draw general conclusions. 

The bureau officials, according to 
Mr. Evans, expressed a deep interest 
in the problem of the National Capital 
and placed themselves at the board’s 
disposal in order to arrive at a scien- 
tific conclusion. 

Rightor and Dr. Upson gave the trio 
an outline for further surveys and 
data, drawn after several hours of study 
to meet the requirements of the Capi- 
tal, and expressed the opinion that with 
the data the board had already obained 
the completed survey will provide the 
city with one of the most complete 
financial surveys made in any city in 
the country. 


‘ Units of Cost Ascertained. 


The outline given the board calls for 
the unit cost of city government, such 
as cleaning 1,000 yards of streets, as 
eompared with other municipalities; 
cost. of material and maintenance, cost 
of city water, paving and other items, 
and the working out of a percentage of 
cost of service given by the District to 
the Federal Government as compared 
to total expense, such as sewer exten- 
sions to Government departments, 
maintenance of St. Elizabeths Hospital, 
city water to the various Federal de- 
partments and other projects. 

Evans said these items were recom- 
mended by the Detroit bureau in order 
that every factor of expense could be 
placed on a scientific basis, bearing out 
every contention backed up by expert 
and actual exhibits.

NOW BEING EXPLORED 


Relics of Mycenean, Hellenic 
and Roman Periods Lie

from the fact that the great Parthenon 
was erected to her, too. What is of 
equal importance to the finding of the 
temple is the discovery of a beautiful 
sacred fountain, a perfect specimen of 
Doric art. In the days when it was 
é@rected this mountain district abound-. 
ead in vines and figs, and beside the 
temple to Athena there also was one to 
Hercules, remains of which have not 
yet been found. The island then was 
the center of plastic art and this foun- 
tain is evidence indeed of the perfec- 
tion to which it had been brought. 
But it was really not due to excavat- 
ing that it was found, but only after a 
landslide had cleared this slope of the 
mountain of the accumulated soil of 
ages. 
Date to Island’s Early Days. 


Many wonderful things were found 
while workmen were digging close to 
the temple. Votive vases were uncov- 
ered which dated even to earlier days, 
before the island was undef control of 
Sparta and Athens. But what is most 
important. of all these recent discov- 
erles was found when work was begun 
on the site of the ancient necropolis, 
or burying ground. As often happens 
in the case of earthquakes, and Rhodes 
was shaken to its very foundations in 
Hellenic days, different periods lie close 
together. So in these excavations, dur- 
ing which more than 500 tombs have 
been excavated, the earliest periods lie 
next to the later ones. 

There are those of the Mycenean 
close to the Hellenic and Roman. 
Tombs hewn out of the very rock, and 
more like spacious dwellings than 
tombs, were found close to marble 
sarcophagi of the Hellenic period. Two 
of these are wonderful specimens of 
marble sculpture. Evidently they con- 
tain the skeletons of two rich men. 
The tombs had never been opened un- 
til the other day, from the time, more 
than 23 centuries since they were in- 
terredg. On the right hand of each 
skeleton was a gold ring. One was of 
greater value than the other, as it con- 
tained a precious stone carved like a 


Nemean Lion, which was slain by the 


Close to their sides in the tomb were 
Tare vases, perfect specimens of the 
pottery which made the island famous 
as far back as six centuries before 
Christ. Inside were votive offerings 
which were placed there by mourning 
Telatives. 

Zebras Once Native, 

Extensive excavations in this burial 
place brought to light other votive 
vases of different design containing col- 
lections of terra cotta figures, repre- 
senting oxen and zebras. The latter 
were evidently sacred and must have 
been in existence on the island in 
archaic days, although now practically 
extinct. The modeling of these votive 
figures is carefully done and formed 
a of the funeral gifts of rich men. 

© poorer tombs also contained simi- 
lar designs, not in terra cotta, but 
rudely cut out from sheets of metal, 

Besides terra cotta offerings there 
were found bronze objects.. Some of. 
them evidently sections of bronze 
statues of the god Zeus. There is a 
fine head, an arm with its hand hold- 
ing a triple thunderbolt, another clasp- 
ing an eagle, while another held god- 
like embems smiiar to scepters. 

Under the statuettes of goddesses, 
gods and beasts, there were inscriptions 
containing their names and also 
mame of him who offered the votive 
gift. One inscription dates to the sixth 
century before Christ, and makes men- 
tion that the stone for the offering 
was obtained from the neighboring 
volcanic island of Nisyrus. 

Headless Venus Found. 


Of all the discoveries none is lovelier

Once the “rubber man” gets started It 
is impossible to get a word in edgewise 
and the only way he can be stopped is 
to turn off the motor imbedded in his 
chest. 

This rubber man who talks and who 
has the same facial expressions and 
movements of a human being, has been 
constructed by the Department of Agri- 
culture for use as a “spieler” and crowd 
drawer at the interational live stock 
show which opens in Chicago the week 
of November 27.

“And yet,” said Britten bitterly, ‘ 
can’t carry on a little boxing aad ie 
the District of Columbia. But the day 
is coming when boxing and other 
manly sports not only will be coun- 
tenanced here, but will be demanded.

All the Harvard gentlemen near- 
by were entangled with a lot of 
Yale gentiemen. Mr. Garvey took 
advantage of their preoccupation to 
g0 away from there. He ran far to 
his right. Mr. Strong,.the Harvard 
right end, who was wearing some 
tin apparatus over his nose, made, 
a run and got close enough to Mr. 
Garvey at the Harvard, 30-yatd line 
to give him a vigorous tag. ‘ 


But it seems they weren't playing tag 
so Garvey’s stumpy legs kept scissoring 
along until just as he crossed the goal 
line, Mr. Potter, the. Harvard full back, 
dropped his 215’pounde upon him and 
brought him down, firmly but‘a trifle 
late. 

Cox nudged the ball across for the 
point afterward. Yale had fractured 
the tradition dating from 1908 that 
no Yale man could score a touchdown 
in the Harvard Stadium, except for the 
intervention of a fluke. 

In the third quarter, a punt gave 
Yale the ball 28.yards from the Yale 
goal. There seemed to be a fixed idea 
in the Yale team that the left half back 
Should do most of. the heroics. Hoben 
now called un Bul Hamr .ersley, serving 
as Garvey’s relief, to bump the ball 
along .if convenient. Hammersley 
smacked the Harvard line three times, 
gaining 5, 2 and 6 yards. Cox took it 
on the next attack, winning seven more 
strikes and Yale was now a couple of 
yards short of mid-field. The next con- 
vulsion showed Hammersley breasting 
through a slot in the: Harvard line for 
a march of almost.10 rards before he 
lost momentum. 

Having sent a touchdown across 
one goal, Yale, with the positions 
reversed, was crowding toward the 
other one now as if to prove that 
a Yale team could cross either goal 
by recognized football methods. 


‘ Hammersiey seemed to be heading 
around Harvard's left end on his next 
assault but broke his stride halfway 
out, dropped back through the tackle 
where Webster and Eddy, had pawed a 
hole for him, and got free-in a run of 
just over 40 yards to the second touch- 
down. Cox again kicked goal and the 
jubilation of the Yale stands became 
extremely noisy. 

Yale’s forward pass didn’t figure in 


tHe scoring and Harvard didn’t have’ 


any forward pass unless you would call 
it a forward pass when a man falls 
back to see how far he can throw a 
football at nobody in particular. 

As the game was drawing to a close 
and the Harvard people were shrinking 
into their coonskin coats and a com- 
mon depression the Harvard cheer 
leaders in a burst of loyalty danced be- 
fore the stands crying: “Ali right now 
what about a regular cheer for the 
team?’

on golf courses created widespread 

interest and was the principal topic of 
conversation at the local golf clubs 
the week. It was everywhere 
that the proposiiton laid 

in the article, viz., that a compe- 

fant Manager for the golf course is as 
necessary as a competent manager for 
the clubhouse, was both logical and 
true, 


In a lunch-time discussion at the 
Washington Golf and Country Club 
last week Dr. K. F. Kellerman, a scien- 
tist at the Department of Agriculture, 
called ‘wttention to the fact that with 
the great increase in the number of 
golf courses the matter of green-keép- 
ing has developed into a science and 
cited the work done by his department 
in experimenting with grasses, and es- 
pecially ,the efforts which have been 
made to eradicate the blight known as 
“brown patch.” 

“It does .not seem businesslike nor 
reasonable,” he said, “to expend thou- 
sands upon thousands of dollars in 
building a golf course and then to 
entrust its preservation and protection 
to some one who is not equipped for 
the work. A course should be under 
the supervision of a trained expert. 
Anything less than this will result in 
extravagance and 1loé6s.” 


Several golfers have called the at- 
tention of the writer to the fact 
that in some clubs there isa rule 
which forbids the expenditure of 
large sums upon a course in tear- 
ing down and _ reconstructing 
greens and hazards unless the pro- 
posed changes receive the approval 
of a majority of the members. 


It is said that this system has worked 
satisfactorily wherever it has been tried 
, because it necessitates a full and. free 
¥ discussion before the expenditure is 
authorized. If the proposed reconstruc- 
tion is shown to the essential and. wise, 
there is no difficulty in obtaining the 
requisite approval. Otherwise, the 
money is saved. 

The trouble is that in most clubs 
the members accept large expenditures 
on the golf course as something mot 
to be avoided. The fact is that there 
is no greater avenue of waste in a 
golf club than the so-called care of 
the course. It is also true that in a 
large majority of cases the members 
of boards of governors have not the 
slightest idea whether.the results ob- 
tained are commensurate with the 
financial outlay. It certainly would 
be worth their while to study com- 
parative statement in order to place 
the care and up-keep of a course on a 
business basis.

NOT A POLITICAL ISSUE. 

What does Senator Borah expect to 
gain by demanding that the Republican 
national convention shall adopt a dry, 
plank? Does he fear that it may declare 
itself wet unless he interposes? 

Neither of the political parties can do 
otherwise than declare itself in favor of 
enforcing all laws. Both would make a 
blunder if they should single out a single 
constitutional amendment or statute and 
lay particular stress upon its. enforce- 
ment. 

No amendment or law is more sacred 
than another. An effort to enforce one 
by violating the other would’ be more 
pernicious than the rule adopted in the 
South, whereby certain amendments are 
ignored by unanimous consent. 

Since a part of both parties is dry and 
another part wet, there is no issue be- 
tween them. The Republican party can 
not make itself a special champion of 


the eighteenth amendment and the Vol-.- 


stead law without transforming itself 
into a prohibition party and losing a 
large percentage of its membership. It 
would be committing suicide if it should 
adopt Senator Borah’s idea. Similarly, 
the Democratic party would lose so much 
by declaring itself wet that its acfwould 
be suicidal. 

It is more important that there should 
be two great rival political parties, each 
capable of taking control of the Govern- 

-ment, than that the eighteenth. amend- 
ment and the Volstead act should be en- 
forced at the cost of one of the parties’ 
lives. 

The liquor problem is difficult, and 
law breaking under the present laws is a 
serious matter, but there are other diffi- 
cult and important questions which re- 
quire for their solution all the unified 
counsel and ability that both parties can 
muster. The Government must be con- 
ducted and it can only. be conducted suc- 
cessfully by.a political party which wins 
majority approval by its stand on all 
living issués. 

It would be more logical for Senator 
Borah to demand that President Coolidge 
should turn away from all other laws and 

-concentrate his attention upon enforce- 
ment of the Volstead act than it is to de- 
mand that.the Republican party shall 
make prohibition enforcement its car- 
dinal poliey. Mr. Coolidge is responsible 
for the execution of the laws, and the 
Republican national convention is not. The 
Republicans are already in power. Why 
does not Mr. Borah demand of its leader, 
Mr. Coolidge, the enforcement of the Vol- 
stead law? He could not do more if the 
Republicans in national . convention 
should discard everything else and adopt 

~ @ single plank declaring that enforcement 

‘of the prohibition law is the only issue 
before the American people. 

No doubt Mr. Borah has not made this 
demand because he realizes that Presi- 

» dent Coolidge has other duties to per- 
form, as important as the enforcement of 
the Volstead act. If the Republican party 

_ is to hold power it must deal with na- 

tional issues. The Volstead-act is not an 


_ issue. At most, only its enforcement isin 


_ question. That is not a question for a 
national convention to solve. ~

Prime Minister Baldwin would call upon 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. 
Churchill, to repudiate the pro-British 
sentiments he so forcibly expressed in 
August and September, Here is a mem- 
ber of the cabinet—not an ex-member, 
like Lord Cecil, but an active member 
of the government—who said, on August 
7 last: 

We are not able now—and I hope at no 
future time—to embody in a solemn inter- 
national agreement any words which 
would bind us to the psinciple of mathe- 
matical parity in naval strength. The 
doctrine of parity, if accepted by us, must 
take into consideration the whole position 
of the two countries on the sea and their 
respective risks and vulnerability. | 
Again, on September 4, this spokesman 

of the British government said: 

In fact, no basis of agreement existed 
for the conference at Geneva to meet 
upon. The United States could not be ex* 
pected to consent to embody in a treaty 
anything short of numerical. parity, and 
we could not consent to embody in & treaty 
any form of parity that-did not take into 

' consideration the special, condition of , 

these overcrowded islands. . 

Lord Cecil, on the other hand, declares 
that the policy of the British government 
at Geneva slammed the door upon any 
agreement with the United States, and 
gave a deadly blow to the movement for 
reduction of armaments. 

Naturally, the American layman thinks 
that if the great naval powers should 
mutually reduce armaments the British 
Isles would not be in any greater danger 
than before. ~ Americans have echoed 
Ambassador Gibson’s question, “Who is 
the enemy?” But the British refusal to 
accede to Mr. Coolidge’s proposal to make 
the fleets equal in strength ended the 
argument. 

Now the question arises, ‘Who is the 
spokesman of Great Britain? If Lord 
Cecil and Lord Balfour are speaking for 
the British government, Mr. Winston 
Churchill is not. He should be severely 
disciplined, if he takes advantage of his 
position in the Baldwin government to 
thwart the well-meant efforts of British 
publicists who now address themselves 
to Americans. Evidently. public opinion 
in this country will be confused go long 
as one set of British spokesmen declare 
that Britain does not seek na¥al suprem- 
acy, while another: set, insidg, the British 
government, repudiate the idea. Who 
speaks for Great Britain?

Harvard has challenged Yale to a “bat- 
tle of culture.” The plan has for its 
object the stimulation of. interest in the 
intellectual side of college, and contem- 
plates the selection of a team of ten men 
from each institution to represent it/in 
a series of competitive examinations cov- 
ering each department of study. To pre- 
vent intensive cultivation of individual 
students, it is provided that the teams 
‘Shall not be chosen until just prior to 
their meeting, and as a reward the win- 
ners are to receive individual gold medals 
and money with which to buy books for 
the university library. A fund already 
has been donated at Harvard to. promote 
the competition.

ARMY’ AND NAVY TICKETS. 


Once more is seandal rife over the 
distribution of tickets for the Army ard 


Navy football contest,-which this year. 


is to be fought out in New York City. 
The athletic associations of the two 
academies, West Point and Annapolis, 
take the utmost pains _to see that the 
cards of admission do not fall-into the 
hands of speculators. But certain num- 
bers are always assigned to members of 
Congress, whose secretaries frequently 
use them, in the absence of their em- 
ployers, to add to their incomes. The 
natural result is that many of these 
tickets are bought up by scalpers, who 
dispose of them at famine prices. 

Year after. year members of the ath- 
letic associations start a movement to 
uncover the source of the speculators’ 
supplies. But, probably because of the 
fear that exposure might have an unde- 
sired effect in certain quarters, these 
inquiries have accomplished nothing. ~ 


The year. 1927 is no exception to-the ' 


regular rule. The game will be played 
on Saturday next, and the demand so 
far exceeds the supply of admission tick- 
ets that by Wednesday it.is likely. that 
even the “high-water figures” obtained 
for admissions to the game in Chicago 
last year will be exceeded. Already quo- 
tations exceed the original price, which 
is $3.50, by 600 per cent, and it is more 
than probable that those who wait until 
the last minute will be compelled to 
“ome across”. with as much as $50 for 
one admission. 


RIVALRY OVER RUBBER. 


he Edison experiments looking to- 
ward the creation of an independent 
source of supply of American rubber are 
‘progressing satisfactorily. J. V. Miller, 
one of the inventor’s trusted assistants, 
has announced that so far hundreds of 


plant substances believed to. contain rub-. 


ber have been received in the Edison lab- 
oratories, and that cofisiderable progress 
has been made toward the elimination of 
useless materials. Mr. Edison himself, 
he added, “is tremendously excited over 
the experiment” and believes firmly that 
he is on the right track. :

Up to the present, England 
has been able to control the world rub- 
ber market: It was inevitable that other 
nations should have attempted to break 
the British monopoly. Germany turned 
to synthesis.. American industry has 


been purchasing rubber lands, and trying. 


to discover new sources of supply. 

The race is on. American rubber plan- 
tations can not be in full production for 
several years. In no event will they be 
able to produce rubber more economically 
than the British fields devoted to that 
purpose. Edison says that he does not 
expect to discoyer cheap rubber, but 
hopes only to make available an emer- 
gency source of supply. It is believed, 
however, that the German synthetic 
product can eventually undersell natural 
rubber. In that event the world will 
look to Germany for rubber. 

In 1905, world production of crude 
rubber’ came to some 59,000 tons, of 
which the United States consumed 27,000 
tons., In 1925, world production amount- 
ed to 505,000 tons; of which the United | 
States consumed 386,000 tons. Impor- 
tations of crude rubber during 1925 were 
valued at $430,000,000. If the German 
synthetic product is as successful as 
claimed, there is little to be gained 
th 


or American-owhed source of supply. un- 
less it can be produced as cheaply as the 
German product. Here is a challenge to. 
American industry. 


BATTLE OF THE BUGS. 


No statistics have thus far been gath-— 


ered by the Department of Commerce as 
to the number of parasites of the Euro- 
pean corn borer, but-a circular giving a 
list of the corn borer’s deadly enemies is 
soon-to be issued by the Department of 
Agriculture. Not only will the circular 
give the-number of such parasites, but 
it will tell the family history of the in- 
vaders, their habits, and why they pre- 
fer the borers on which they-are to feed, 
together with the best method of liberat- 
ing them at stragetic points, “and other 
interesting items.” 

In the meantime the department is ad- 
vising farmers in the borer belt how ur- 
gent is the need of vigilance if the pest 
is to be vanquished and the corn crops 
saved. 

The latest issue of .“With the Corn 
Borer” gives the unpleasant news that 
borers , obtained a foothold in 461 new 

ps during the year. Of these, 287 
are in Ohio, 95 in Michigan, 72 in’ Indi-

ceeding out of. the corn-borer area dur- 
ing the summer and fall, and that 5,674 
dozen ears of corn were taken from these 
cars. a

tually vanquish the borers is an open 
question. Fleas have parasites, and still 
there are fleas. As Swift observed: 

So, naturalists observe, a flea 

Has smaller fleas that on him prey; 

And these have smaller fleas to bite ’em, 

And so proceed ad infinitum. 


TURKEY PRICES. 


If the: reports coming from Dallas, 
Tex., and Burlington, Vt., are not market 
propaganda, the New England floods are 
likely to affect the price of Thanksgiv- 
ing tutkeys in Washington as well.as in 
the rest of the country. “The grain crop 
of the turkey-raising section of the coun- 
try is so great this year that “there is 
plenty of feed on hand to supply all the 
turkeys in Texas,” so that instead of 
forcing the birds pn the market in No- 
vember it will be easily possible to hold 
them back for the Christmas market. 

Boston people can not imagine a 
Thanksgiving celebration without a tur- 
key. Generally Vermont supplies Bos- 
ton and most of the other sections of New 
England with Thanksgiving dinners. 
But the Vermont floods destroyed thou- 
sands of birds in the Green Mountain 
State, and Boston must. look elsewhere. 
Texas is the great turkey market of 
Ameriéa, and Dallas is the headquarters 
of the turkey industry. News has float- 
ed to Dallas to the effect that Boston can 
not depend upon Burlington this year; 
henée Dallas dealers have shied at the 
offers of the Chicago and New York buy- 
ers. They expect better prices from the 
Bostonese and are consequently refusing 
prices that would have been considered 
entirely satisfactory but for the drown- 
ing out of the Vermont gobblers. Be- 
sides, Dallas’ turkey crop can be readily 
held out of the market for another 
month, because there is an ample supply 


of feed ‘with which to make still more 
turkey. meat,

COME BACK, ARLINGTON. 


The controversy over the proposed 
annexation of a large part of Arlington 
County by the City of Alexandria is giv- 
ing rise to a renewal of the movement 
to restore the original boundaries of the 
District of Colimbia. Congress in the 
forties retroceded to Virginia the por- 
tion of the District~lying beyond the 
Potomac River: The District seemed 
to be unnecessarily large, and the people 
on the Virginia side found little diffi- 
culty in cutting away from what was 
then a burdensome government. 

Since that time, and particularly in 
the last decade, Arlington County has 
grown into an important suburb of Wash- 
ington. It is approaching the time when 
it will need a city form of government. 
Alexandria offers to attend to this detail 
by absorbing a choice portion of the 
county. But the inhabitants of the coun- 
ty are divided in opinion, with a suffi- 
cient number opposed to annexation to 
make the operation: difficult if not im- 
possible. 

The District of Columbia is also ex- 
panding with great rapidity. It will con- 
tain 1,000,000 inhabitants within a few 
years. As it grows it extends its city 
conveniences and utilities. Really, it is 
not an unattractive city. Arlington 
County residents might go much further 
and fare worse than to join the District 
of Columbia. They know what George 
Washington intended. He laid out asdis- 
trict ten miles square, and if Congress 
in the forties had had the benefit of his 
counsel it would not have mutilated the 
seat of government by cutting from it 
that beautiful country lying south of the 
Potomac. 

Arlington County and Alexandria 
might do well to adjust their quarrel by 


mutually agreeing to reenter the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. ?

in New York, and 38, in Pennsylvania, 
to 3, in Delaware, and 8, in Arizona. 

The electoral system spreads the 
presidential vote throughout the ¢en- 
tire Nation in a fair way; it gives to 
States with small populations a voice, 
an actual voice, in the choosing of the 
Chief Executive. Were we to adopt a 
system of direct vote, the presidential 
vote would be concentrated in the 
cities and the great centers of popu- 
lation. 

The vote is fairly concentrated now, 
but this present concentration does not 
deprive any of the States of “some say” 
in choosing the President; the smallest 
State is guaranteed three votes. Doing 


away with the electoral system_ would | un 


mean doing away with the farmer’s 
vote; the direct vote of great agricul- 
tural sections with small populations 
would be completely overwhelmed by 
the vote of manufacturing districts 
with large foreign elements in their 
composition. 
» If we do away with the electoral 
system, the States of New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Montana, Idaho, New Mexico 
and Utah will have no more than a 
tenth of the voice their present four 
electoral votes each guarantee. Sim- 
ilarly is it so with Delaware, Arizona, 
Wyoming, New Mexico and Neyada, 
each boasting of three electoral votes. 
These States receive these votes, few 
as they are, because they are sover- 
eign States coyring immense territory 
and with immense possibilities, and 
because, when admitted to the Union, 
they became entitled to and were ac- 
corded such representation; “in con- 
sideration whereof” they surrendered 
part of their so-called “inalienable” 
sovereignty. Of course, as their popu- 
lation increased the number of their 
votes was to increase. 
. The States of Rhode Island, New 
Hampshire, Vermont and Delaware, 
four of the original thirteen colonies, 
were the backbone of the Revolution 
and took much of the burden of eés- 
tablishing this country. Their popula- 
tions at present are small whey com- 
pared with the great States of New 
York, Pennsylvania and Massachusetts. 
The electoral vote of the first group 
of States is but 16 in number, as 
compared with 91 as an aggregate vote 
of the latter group. A direct vote, do- 
ing away with the electoral, system, 
‘would leave Rhode Island, New Harip- 
shire, Vermont and Delaware with 1 
than one-fourth of their present presi- 
dential voice. . 

Then, again, we have “twenty States: 
Arizona, Colorado, Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Florida, Idaho, Maine, Montana, 
Nevada, New Hampshire, New Mexico, 
North Dakota, Oregon, Rhode Island, 
Utah, Vermont and Wyoming; States 
which represent in territory almost 
one-half of the Nation. Their terri- 
tories are vast and their populations 
compcratiely small; their electoral vote

That is sovietism in its worst 
shape. It would put the government 
wholly in the hands of organized labor, 
and not in a Congress ¢hosen by the 
people. Sovietsism is an ism holding 
that all wealth, all property rightfully 
belong to labor, and that all power over 
wealth or property must rest wholly in 
the hands of labor. Such an amend- 
ment to our Constitution; as the one 
spoken of would place our. government 
in close relation to Sovietism. 

‘Another amendment that has been 
suggested makes judges of the courts 
elective by the people, for fixed terms. 
It would seem we iearn nothing from 
the experience of making senators elec- 
tive by popular vote. We took a great 
step backward when we adopted the 
seventeenth amendment, yet we have 
those among us who are advocating the 
election of President by pouular vote.

PALM TREE AFFORDS 
HOMELESS SHELTER 


Berlin Refuge for 1,900 Men 
and Women Does Not 
Lack for Guests. 


Berlin, Nov. 19 (A.P.).—To the home- 


less and outcast of Berlin, the Palm 
Tree” offers a veritable haven of refuge 
This is the name of the big municipal 
shelter on the Froebelstrasse, in the 
northeastern working class district of 
the capital. Having been refitted for 
the coming winter season “with all 
modern comforts” the Palm Tree is 
now more like a hotel than an asylum 
and will not lack for “guests.” The 
bullding accOmmodates 1,900 men anda 
women. 

Every applicant for shelter takes a 
compulsory shower bath, and is given 
the use of a night shirt and a pair of 
slippers for the night. Morever, a por- 
tion of soup is served out night and ‘ 
morning. Distinction of clothing—also 
compulsory—is carried out during the 
night by special apparatus. 

The majority of Berlin’s homeless are 
street beggars or curb vendors who 
carry their matches and shoe laces in a 
box strapped round the waist.

Formal Clothes Are Elegant. 


Otherwise elegance and richness of 
attire marks the clothes for formal af- 
fairs in Washington this. season and 
the sport costume is more or less rele- 
gated to its proper sphere for sport and 
informal wear. This might not seem 
true to the casual observer who can see

Washington Loan and Trust 
Company Open New Of- 
fices This Week. 


A reception Dy officials of the Wash- 
ington Loan & Trust Co. tomorrow, 
Tuesday and Wednesday will mark the 
official opening of the $1,000,000 10- 
story addition to the bank building at 
Ninth and F streets northwest.

SKULL IN CALIFORNIA 
THOUGHT OLDEST YET 


Anthropologist Doubts _ Its 
Owner Could Speak; Ape- 
Like in Aspect. 


Santa Barbara, Calif., Nov. 19 (A-P.). 
A skull that Dr. A. H. Ousdal, local 
anthropologist and student of ancient 
races, believes is older than any known 
to science, unearthed 18 feet below the 
surface of a street here while sewers 
were being laid, is attracting the atten- 
tion of the scientists. 

“I believe it comes more nearer to 
connecting man with the ape than 
anything ever uncovered,” said Dr. 
Ousdal. “It undoubtedly antedates the 
Neanderthal and Java skulls, two other 
notable scientific treasures that have 
helped the scientists to trace the 
evolution of man. 

“None of those who viewed the skull 
in Los Angeles,” continued Dr. Ousdal, 
“would venture the statement that the 
man could speak, and I can not see 
how he could have made a sound other 
than a grunt. <i 

“The very large nose tallies some- 
what with the Gibraltar skull, but 
otherwise it is different. It does not 
tally in any respect with the more 
developed skulls of the human race 
and is very much thinner than the 
normal skull. 

“It indicates that the neck muscles 
located around the jaw must have been 
three Aimes the size of the muscles of 
the man of today and very much like 
the ape as we know him.”

Thus 
the people had no food, no crops to 
sell, and no fuel. 

Then Mukden soldiers came in. There 
was no food left to seize, no women to 
become the toys of officers—nothing 
but a starving population. 

Today the homes of the farmers in 
that region are empty mud walls. The 
wells are fouled by the bodies of girls 
who leaped in to escape their tormen- 
tors.

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Revenue Act Contentions Involve Millions. 


Probably the greatest single undertaking of the year on the part of 


real estate boards of the National Association is the fight they are mak- 
ing for changes in the Federal revenue act. : 

The 1926 act, while it eliminated the stamp tax on deeds and convey- 
ances, left the Federal income tax law with provisiong that are in- 
equitable to the dealer in real estate, or that impose difficulties because 
they do not square with e#tablished Business practices. 

It is impossible to estimate the money cost which any one of these pro- 
visions means to men in the business of fea] estate. In some cases it has 
been estimated that the enforcement of present provisions of the act and 
the regulations under it would make almost impossible the continuance 
of the business practice so penalized. » 

The member boards of the National Association sent representatives 
to a conference called by the National Association in Chicago, November 
11 and 12, 1926, and there they agreed upon a general program of 
changes needed. Since that conference the whole energy of the national 
committee on Federal legislation and taxation has been put on that pro- 
gram. 

It has been the chief work of the general counsel's office to put the 
changes asked into the form of specific amendments and to present these 
amendments, together with ‘the arguments for their adoption, before the 
proper committees of Congress. 

The first brief embodying the association’s program was filed Decem- 
ber 17, 1926. This was done primeipally in order that the amendments 
asked might be brought before the committees well before the opening 
of the coming session of Congress, and that they might be before the ex- 


perts of the Treasury Department at the time when the preliminary draft | 


of the revenue act of 1927 was being written. 

The association has succeeded in getting its contentions before the 
various committees and their technical advisers at the time of making 
their preliminary studies, and before their aeRO URE 7 have been 
brought out on the floor of Congress. » 


The consideration with which the association’s request has been ‘re- 


ceived is indicated by the fact that it has been asked to present to the sub- 

‘ committee of the ways and means committee and to the joint committee 
on internal revenye taxation specific amendments which would meet its 
contentions. 

It is the text of these amendments which have now been put before 
the various committees of Congress in a new supplemental brief. This 
brief has this week been sent out to member boards, 

The drawing up of the actual text of a proposed revenue law is net a 
matter for snap judgment, or for lay bungling. The turn of every phrase 
may mean too many thousands of dollars to the taxpayers it involves. 
The effect of a measure drawn to ease pressure in one way may be found, 
if care is not taken, to involve more irksome pressure in another way. 

Every measure, if it is to stand the battering of congressional debate, 
must justify itself not-from the realtor’s standpoint alone, but from the 
standpoint of pubHe welfare; and from the standpoint of equity in reve- 
nue levies. 

The phrasing of the amendments, as now before the congressional com- 
mittees, alone is sufficient answer to the question of why realtors in 
their national organization need an adequate manned and able staff of 
legal counsel. Revenue act questions reverberate into all the recesses of 
every man’s business, But the intricacies of Federal taxation are only 
one of a score of matters concerning which there may at any time be 
developments vitally affecting real estate in every city of the country. 

Real estate needs to be constantly aware of matters such as that. It 
needs to be prepared to act from full information when the time comes 
to act. A staff of expert counsel which can give real time to the study 
of the long-range effect which any proposed measure would have is its 
best insurance that its judgment will be converted into effective action.

Taliaferro Declares Present 
Federal Contribution Is , 
Inadequate. 


LUSK “ADDRESSES BOARD 


The necessity of standing behind the 
60-40 fiscal relations basis between the 
City. of Washington and the Federal 
Government was expressed by Commis- 
sioner Sidney FP. Taliaferro in an ad- 
dress before the regular meeting of the 
Washington Real Estate Board last Tues- 
day in the Wardman Park Hotel. 

Commissioner Taliaferro explained 
that it was absolutely necessary to ar- 
rive at some basis at this time, and 
that, inasmuch as this portion was still 
legally on the statute books and that 
the lump sum appropriated was grossly 
}inadequate and is not in proper accord 
with the substantive law, he urged that 


a one should stand behind the 60-40 
plan. 

He pointed out that the present lump 
sum appropriation is only about 22 per 
cent of the entire appropriation for tho 
coming year, and that with increased 
appropriations necessary because of the 
great cost of maintaining the District 
of Columbia and its unusually great 
development by-reason of the fact that 
the people of the Nation and Federal 
Government want a beautiful and at- 
tractive National Capital, that there- 
fore the $9,000,000 would go less d 
less to the proportion of the total 
budget, despite the fact that the Fed- 
eral.Government owns more than 40 
cent of the area of the District and is

Commissioner Taliaferro said he had 
received the impression from the peo- 
ple of Washington that they desired to 
pay a tax that was fair and equitable 
and in comparison with similar cities 
of the Nation, but by reason of the 
great -~ developments in Washington, 
brought about by the Federal Govern- 
ment, the burden, as it is now being 
carried by its citizens, is quite heavy. 
The Commissioner then went into a 
great many statistics with reference to 
the fiscal situation here and urged the 
members, of the board to cooperate in 
bringing about a satisfactory solution. 

Rufus 8. Lusk, president of the Op- 
erative Builders Association, outlined a 
most promising future for the real es- 
tate situation here. The speaker frank- 
ly told the real estate men, particularly 
the salesmen who were present, that 
they should become better acquainted 
with the beauties of Washington and 
its possibilities.

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SUPREME GOURT BACKS 
ONE-SALE LIGENDE AGT 


Decision Upholds Constitu- 
tionality of California Real 
Estate Law. 


IS OF GREAT IMPORTANCE 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States in a decisioff handed down Oc- 
tober 24 has upheld the constitutional- 
ity of the real estate license law of the 
State\of California. _The case was 
brought on the plea that the Cali- 
fornia act was unconstitutional insofar 
as it provided that a single act, for 
compensation, of buying or selling real 
estate by a person not coming within 
the exceptions mentioned in the law 
should constitute that peéfson a real 
estate broker within the meaning of 
the act. It was held that this pro- 
vision was in violation of the Fifth and 


Fourteenth Amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the United States as depriv- 
ing of liberty or property without due 
process of law. 

The Supreme Court decision is there- 
fore of great importance as sustaining 
the principle.of the one-sale provision 
found in the real estate license laws of 
a number of States. The decision. is 
the second to be made by the nation’s 
highest court upholding the constitu- 
tionality of real estate license laws. 

Because of the bearing of the Cali- 
fornia case on the principles of real 
estate license legislation the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards, act- 
ing at the request of the San Prancisco 
Real Estate Board, entered an appear- 
ance in the case at the time when it 
was appealed from the Supreme Court 
of California to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. : 

Nathan William MacChesney, general 
counsel for the national association, 
acting for the association, prepared a 
brief on behalf of the defendants in the 
case and argued’ the case before the 
Supreme Court. 

e@ case was that of H. C. Haas, 
plaintiff in error, vs. L. Greenwald and 
Walter W. Stevens. The Supreme Court 
of the United States, per curiam, af- 
firmed the decision of the supreme 
court of the State of California up- 
holding the constitutionality of the 
law. The affirmation was made on the 
authority of Bratton vs. Chandler (260 
U. S., 110, 115).

The Brooklyn Real Estate Board and 
the Bronx Real Estate Board, both hav- 


ing a territorial jurisdiction within the 
area of Greater New York, have been 
admitted to membership in the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards by 
action of the board of directors. 

Territorial jurisdiction of the Brook- 
lyn Real Estate Board was defined as 
including the Borough of Brooklyn and 
the County of Kings, their boundaries 
being coterminous, The territory of the 
Bronx board was defined as the Borough 
of The Bronx. 

The elections are the first to be made 
under an amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the association adopted at its 
annual convention held in Seattle in 
August, Under this amendment, when- 
ever a city with a population of more 
than 500,000 consists of two or more 
political subdivisions representing dis- 
tinct communities, or includes territory 
which was a separate city prior to con- 
solidation or annexation, there may, in 
the discretion of the board of directors, 
be elected to membership a board as a 
member board from each of such po- 
litical subdivisions or from the territory 
of amy. such prior separate city. At the 
time of election the board of directors 
of the national association is directed 
to define the territorial jurisdiction of 
such board. 

Under the amendment a 60-day notice 
and opportunity for a hearing on the 
application of any such board must be 
given to the board or boards of the 
city already in the membership of the 
association, unless such notice and hear- 
ing are waived in writing by the mem- 
ber board or boards.

FEW HOUSES ERECTED | 
FOR LEASING PURPO 


Says Owner of hears 
Should Receive 10 Per |: 
Cent Gross. 2 


The intricacies of rental problems and 
the leasing of business property and 
property management were presented to 
the Y. M, C. A. real estate class Monday 
night by J. F. M. Bowie, of the H.ok,. 
Rust Co., in his lecture on “Rentifig, 
Leasing and Property Management,” 
before an unusually large class of 
students who are taking this oppor- 
tunity presented by the Washington 
Real Estate Board to delve into the 
theory and practice of this phase of the 
real estate business. 

This phase of the business is particn-« 
larly important because of the fact that 
there are a great number of apartment 
houses in Washington, and the t 
development along this line of real 65- 
tate has placed a unusual burden on 
the rental departments of the various 
real estate offices. 

In raking up the matter of apartménht 
renting, Mr. Bowie pointed out that 
renting and leasing ordinarily was not 
made much of in the average office 
because of the small commission and 
the vast amount of detail involved. It 
is only profitable when there are.a@ 
large amount of apartment houses rep- 
resented by one office, but it is usually 
the starting point for beginners and ds. 
very important because of the excellent 
growth of work it provides in the way 
of bringing about proper contracts, 
leads. to other business and understand- 
ing of loans and mortgages and practi- 
cally every phase of the real estate 
business. 

In controlling the producing income 
of millions of dollars worth of property 
for owners, the rental agent has a great 
responsibility, and the position of rental 
manager is a difficult job, because De 
owes a duty not only to the landlord 
and owner but also to look after the 
interest and‘retain the good will of the. 
tenant, declared Mr. Bowie. 


Rental Virtually Off Market. 


There have been practically Ro 
houses erected for renting during and 
since the war, and therefore this phase 
of rental is practically off the market, 
it was pointed out. In connection with 
apartment houses, it is proper that an 
owner should receive about 10 per cent 
gross on the value of a building in 
order to make it profitable. Tracing 
the great development of apartment 
house building in Washington during 
the past ten years, Mr. Bowie declared 
it was evident that people considered 
this type of home a very attractive one 
and a splendid way of living. 

Because of the continued contact and 
position as chief representative of the 
company on the premises, the janitor 
must be closely supervised and every 
attention to fires, cleanliness of the 
building and minor repairs should ‘be 
properly looked into, said Mr. Bowle, 
who suggested that the Bureau ‘of 
Mines bulletin on firing boilers is a very 
helpful item. The question of adver- 
tising in the newspapers and signs 
must be looked after. Tennants must 
be secured by looking after them, 
advertising does not bring in all pros- 
pects, said the speaker, who stressed 
that it is-particularly important ‘'to 
thoroughly examine the social status of 
tenants so that they will be agreeable 
because of the fact that good tenants 
make the success of the building, while 
poor tenants ruin it. 

While Washington has some exceed- 
ingly splendid apartment houses, the 
development of the larger and more 
expensive type has\been neglected. He 
referred to the five rooms and two 
baths, six rooms and three baths and 
20 rooms and ten baths type of apart- 
meng to rent for $12,000 to $15,000, a 
year. This, he said, was an entirely 
different proposition to handle because 
of the detail service required. Smaller 
apartments, he said, have the problem 
of the violation of leases. 


Takes Up Office Buildings. 


He then took up the matter of office 
buildings, in which he pointed out 
there has been tremendous develop- 
ments here in the last ten years which 
will likely continue, though at present 
he expressed his opinion that the de- 
mand is fairly well met. Offices are 
rented largely on the square-foot basis, 
with better grades renting from $2 to 
$3 per square foot per year, including 
elevator service, cleaning room, reéfrig- 
erated water, &c. The marketing of 
this type of space is a difficult prob- 
lem and should be begun five or six 
months before the completion of the 
building, and he pointed out an in- 
stance in which within 30 days of the 
completion of the building it was prat- 
tically fully rented. 

The business properties, such. as store 
leases, is rather profitable, according to 
the lecturer, where rents are Usual] 
higher and practically always on ion 
term leases. On this the broker gets 
2% per cent on the gross rentals: This 
type is profitable, as there is no service 
to render after lease is made. He urged 
that every big office should have a busi- 
ness-property specialist. In some cities 
merchants pay a certain percentage of 
gross sales to the landlord as rent, but , 
this is net the practice in Washington. 

In dealing with the question of loans 
he stressed the necessity of a thorough 
understanding of the written formal 
instrument, which ,must be acknowl- 
edged and recorded. In many cases, he 
said, refinancing loans must be .taken 
off and subordinated to new mortgages,

TO RETARD PROMOTIONS 


Gratuates Are to Be Fewest 


of Any Year Since 
World War. 


PROSPECTS ARE STUDIED 


Inasmuch as the class to be gradu- 
ated from the Naval Academy riext year 
will contain the least number of grad- 
uates im any years since the World 
War, estimates of the influences of 

tuation have been made in the 
Na partment. It is expected that 
there will be about 145 graduates, who 
will be commissioned ensigns in the 
line of the Navy, and that number will 
not offset the normal attrition for the 
year. Consequently, there will be a re- 
duction in the number of officers al- 
lotted to the various, grades of the line 
commissioned force, 

Obviously, that situation will retard 
promotion to some extent. The small 
class to graduate next year is caused 
by the reduction in the number of ap- 
pointees allowed representatives and 
senators in Congress, and additional 
appointments can not be made for a 
considerable time. 

Under the present law and at the ex- 
isting rate of attrition, and with the 
allowance of only three midshipmen to 
every member of Congress, there even- 
tually will be sufficient graduates from 
the Naval Academy to sustain the line 
strength at its full authorization of 
5,499 officers, which number probably 
again will be reached by 1932. How- 
ever, the elimination features of the 
Britten nnel ‘bill, if it becomes a 
law, will demand a larger number of 
graduates from.the Naval Academy, in 
order to maintain the line at its maxi- 
mum authorized strength. 

During the fiscal year from June 30, 
1928, to June 30, 1929, there will not be 
niany promotions in the Navy Staff 
corps, the rate of advancement in which 
is controlled by the rate among line 
officers. This is due to the small num- 
ber of promotions to the grades of 
captain and commander inthe line in 
that period, which necessarily has its 
influence in limiting the number of 
promotions in the staff. No exact esti- 
mate as yet has been made concern- 
ing the numbers of staff officers to be 
promoted, but there is a possibility 
that no promotions to the rank of cap- 
tain will be made in any of the staff 
an ge In all probability, however, there 
will be a few promotions to the rank 
of commander in the medical and den- 
tal corps, only.

From Service Desired.

system of promotion, represented by the * 
War Department presentation to the | 
House ahd Senate military committees 
of the report of the final board, headed 
by Maj. Gen, Mason M. Patrick, chief 
of the Air Corps, relating to promotion, 
retirement and discharge of commis- 
sioned officers. 


It Is understood that the report of 
the board expresses disapproval of the 
proposition to revise or change in 
any respect the present arrangement of 
officers on the single promotion list. 

Another feature that fails of approval 
of the board relates to forced retire- 
ment, Members of the board are quoted 
as finding it impossible to indorse any 
system for violent separation of any 
officers from the service. There is a 
decided preference for voluntary sep- 
aration with a gratuity. “ 


Uniformity of Bonus Wanted. 


Voluntary separation of officers of 
& specified length of service requires 
determination of the amount of bonus 
or gratuity that shall be paid the in- 
dividual who thus leaves the Army for. 
civil pursuits. It is felt that in tha 
respect, there should be a uniformity in 
gratuity as applied to the Army, Navy’ 
and Marine Corps. 

In the Britten bill, applying to offi- 
cers of the Navy, and providing for 
separations from the active list, the 
separation gratuity is $15,000 in the 
case Of a Heutenant discharged. for 
failure to be selected for promotion and 
not necessarily a voluntary act on his 
part. In the case of a lMeutenant 
(junior grade) of the Navy so separated, 
the gratuity provided is $7,500. After 
careful discussion among those having 
to do with preparation of personnel” 
legislation, these amounts were regarded 
as fair to the individual, as well as +6 
the Government, all factors considered. 


Put on $40 a Month Basis. 


In the bill relating to Army offi- 
cers, introduced by Senator Wadsworth 
toward the close of the Sixty-ninth 
Congress, the separation gratuity was 
on the basis of $40 a month for every 
year of commissioned service, about 
one-half of the bounty contemplated 
in the Britten bill for Navy officers. 

In view of the conclusions and rep- 
resentations of the joint service board 
—convened to consider equality of ad- 
justment of the personnel situation in 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps— 
there is an impression in thé War De- 
partment that the Army separation 
gratuity should be increased and the 
Navy gratuity decreased, and that Ma- 
rine Corps gratuity should be fixed on 
@ corresponding basis. For Army offi- 
cers that elect to go out of the service 
is is probable that it will be recom- 
mended that the gratuity be on the 
basis of $80 a month for every month 
of commissioned service. This would 
mean that an Army Officer of ten years’ 
service would receive a gratuity of 
about $10,000 upon voluntary separa- 
tion.

The final 
decision was based entirely upon the 
interpretation of the phrase, “Best- 
played game.” Perkins played practi- 
cally perfect chess in defeating Ste- 
phenson, but the victory was made pos- 
sible by very weak opening tactics 
on the part of his opponent in a varia- 
tion of tie two knights’ defense, which 
is well analyzed in the books. Stephen- 
son's play at the end was also very poor. 
Bettinger’s win, on the other hand, was 
more the result of imaginative and 
combinative ideas, amidst which his ad- 
versary can well be pardoned for going 
astray. The latter game, as a whole, 
was better played on both sides than 
the former, and it was on this basis 
that the book of the “New York Tour- 
nament of 1924” was finally awarded to 
Bettinger. 

We understand that Stasch Mlotkow- 
ski, of Philadelphia, who exhibited in 
this city some time ago as the “masked 
marvel,” is thinking seriously of chang- 
ing his abode to this city. A player of 
the ability of Mlotkowski would un- 
doubtedly be a welcome addition to the 
ranks of local players.

Jacob Frech writes, “Young Harvey 
W. Wiley, jr.’s, first attempt is an 
elegantly conceived problem. I say. this 
notwithstanding that I happily conjec- 
tured the key move within five 
minutes, whereas ordinarily a two- 
mover costs me several hours and 
sometimes several days. Knowledge of 
the conventioén that an irrelevant piece 
in a problem is viewed as a fault; and 
paradoxically, the fact that Wiley did 
not violate that convention, aided me.

deposit contract should set forth all 
the terms of the lease. Many leases are 
made between the agent and tenant, 
and leases for longer than a year should 
he made between the owner and the 
tenant and it should be prescribed 
therein that rents are to be paid to the 
agent. 

. 8. Rents should be collected prompt- 
ly and accounts should be remitted 
promptly to the owners. Proper check 
on the supply department should be 
made as well as on the repair depart- 
ment. Repairs, the speaker said, were 


a problem in themselves, as the owners 
usually desire a minimum amount of 
expense in this regard while the tenant 
desires 4 maximum amount of improve- 
ments. 

A thorough study of leases should be 
made, particularly in regard to the 30- 
day noticé to quit. 

The income tax law must be properly 
studied in order to properly compare 
data.in regard to financial standing of 
properties with the cost of mainte- 
nance. Proper monthly itemization of 
costs should be rendered in order. to 
give the owner exact return on the 
building. 

Furnished apartment properties, par- 
ticularly when leases contain an in- 
ventory of the furniture, are not usual- 
ly satisfactory. In closing, Mr. Bowie 
stressed that rent Managers must con- 
stantly seek new business and properly 
look after problems and businéss prop- 
erties so that in case of death of own- 
ers or aby unusual occurrence every- 
thing would be in proper shape.

KAISER AND POINCARE 
MAY MEET IN SPAIN 


Both Are Invited to Session of 
Golden Fleece Order to 
Be Held There. 


Paris, Nov, 19 (A.P.).—Will Premier 
Poincare, France’s war president, meet 
former Emperor William the Second of 
Germany? 

The announcement from Madrid that 


King Alfonso will preside at Barcelona 
in 1929, a congress of the Knights of 
the Order of the Golden Fleece, has 
brought the matter before the French 
public. 

All the reigning sovereigns and heads 
of large European democracies are 
members of the order. A special clause 
says “that sovereigns who have abdl- 
cated or retired” must also be con- 
voked. This would cause the King of 
Spain to issue invitations to both for- 
mer Presidents Poincare and Loubert 
of France and former Kaiser William of 
Germany. 

These congresses are few and far be- 
tween. The last one was held under 
the presidency of Emperor Charles- 
Quint during the Sixteenth Century, 
after his abdication. 

It was upon this occasion that the 
“abdicated sovereigns” clause was in- 
serted into the rules of the order.

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ST ATUE OF CHARLES | 
AT LAST-RATES NAME 


Two Centuries Passed Before 
Inscription Was Affixed to 
Bronze Effigy. 


London, Nov. 19 (A.P.).—For 250 

years King Charles I has sat on his 
reat bronze charger at Charing Cross 
gazing down Whitehall at the spot 
where he lost his head, and unidenti- 
fied so far as inscriptions are concerned. 

But at last, on intiative of the Royal 
Martyr Society, the office of works has 
consented to the fixing of a tablet, with 
name and dates officially approved. 
This was agreed upon chiefly for the 
benefit of the increased number of 
tourists, from the provinces and abroad, 
who pass the statue every day and who, 
from their guide books or otherwise, 
may not be able to identify the un- 
happy monarch as he sits majestically 
with bared head. 

Charles’ statue was cast in 1633, but 
the civil war broke out before it had 
been erected. By order of the Crom- 
wellian Parliament it was disposed of 
as “junk” and stood in a shopkeeper’s 
garden in Holborn until the Restora- 
tion, when Charles [II ordered its erec- 


Cross in Trafalgar Square, where it 
stands today at the head of the famous 
thoroughfare flanked by the principal 
buildings of the government.

RESEARCH IN DISTRICT 


Dr. G. B. Woods to Address 


College Meeting in Atlantic 
City November 25. 


The Citizens Association of Wash- 
ington will come into national promi- 
nence here during the holidays, when 
results of a special survey by a student 
group of American University Graduate 
School will: be laid before the American 
Sociological Society and the American 
lation of Community Oenters ,in 
jdint session. The place for this ses- 
sion is yet to be selected. 

“The scope and effectiveness” of the 
citizens’ associations will be given a 
thorough investigation, not only by the 
seminar of the university, conducted 
by Dr. Edward T.- Devine, but also by 
the national associations. which are to 
devote an entire session of their con- 
vention program to the subject. 

The survey is being conducted under 
the scientific direction of Dr. Devine, 
who is an acknowledged authority on 
socidl economy, and through the co- 
operation of his seminar in the gradu- 
ate school. Members of the seminar 
are using searching questionnaires in 
their gathering of material direct from 
the associations. Many of these ques- 
tionnaires are already in and have be- 
come the subject of ‘comparative 
scrutiny and research on the part of 
Dr. Devine and the seminar. Ail mem- 
bers of the seminar are graduate stu- 
dents, most of them occupied in se- 
rious fields, such as faculties of other 
universities and colleges, scientific cir- 
cles of the Government sérvice and lo- 
cal sociological work 


Approved by Citizens. 


The survey was approved by the Fed- 
eration of Citizens’ Associations in reg- 
ular session, following an address by 
Dr. Devine, has since received citywide 
attention and approval as the various 
associations are bringing the matter 
up at regular meetings. 

The purpose of the survey, Dr. Devine 
explained, will be neither to condemn 
nor to indorse, but to discover, so far 
as og tea how these associations, in 
a city deprived of the vote, fill the need 
for citizenship expression, and how far 
they succeed in obtaining results. The 
survey will be “sympathetic,” he said, 
but at the same time “critical.” 

Not only is information being 
elicited from the associations them- 
selves, but also from their critics. These 
opponents recently have been attack- 
ing the right of organized citizenship 
as expressed in these associations to 
hold the power now exercised in the 
Citizens Advisory Council. Among such 
sources being inquired into are the 
Board of Trade, the Chamber of Com- 
merce and other bodies, which have 
recently come out in the open with 


‘criticism of the citizens associations,

AT STEWARD. UNIVERSITY 


54-Page Volume of “Rubai- 
yat” Is Quarter the Size 
of Postage Stamp. 


PURCHASED FOR. $2,000 


Hundreds of students and shoppers 
this week viewed the smallest book in 
the world, being approximately one 
quarter the size of an ordinary postage 
stamp and containing 54 pages of news 
print composed of 4,780 words. It is on 
display in the library of the Southern 
Brothers Steward Business University at 
1333 F street northwest. 

The book was purchased by the 
school for $2,000 and will be on public 
display for anothe’ week. It is the 
work of Edward Fitzgerald, translator, 
and contains~ the entire Rubaiyat of 
Omar Khayyam. The Ko re vol- 
ume of this work, which will be housed 
permanently in Washington, is now in 
the British Museum at London, there 
being but two volumes of the edition 
in existence.

BELGIUM INSTALLS 
OWN RADIO STATION 


Cost of ‘New Government 
Plant Reported at About 
$750,000. 


The Belgian government recently in- 
stalled its new long distance interna- 
tional radio station, according to the 
Department of Commerce. The service 
is to be commercially known as Bel- 
radio, and its sending and receiving 
signal is to be ORU. It will be oper- 


ated by the government telephone and 
telegraph administration under the 
ministry of posts, telephones, telegraphs, 
marine and aeronautics. 

The installation is divided into three 
parts. The gentral station, with which 
the public will deal, located in Bussels; 
the sending station, and the receiving 
station. All traffic will be concentrated, 
both on arrival and departure, at the 
Brussels gentral, and will be received 
and transmitted there, and from there 
by underground cables from and to the 
receiving and sending station. The total 
cost of installation has amounted to ap- 
proximately $750,000. 

The sending station is situated at 
Ruysselede, about kilometers south 
of Bruges, on a government-owned site 
of approximately 358 acres. 


EVENING HIGH SCHOOL 
IS OPENED IN BERLIN 


American Institution Copied, 
but Only Few Qualify 


for Entrance. 


Berlin, Nov. 19 (A.P.).—The first eve- 
ning high school, inspired by the 
American institution, opened here re- 
cently. Persons compelled to work may 
.now, for the first time, continue their 
academic education. Out of 2,000 ap- 
plNicants for admission, only 124 passed 
the entrance tests. 

“The institution was established to 
fit the demands of a new era,” said 
Prof. Silbermann, director of the new 
school, “but it must maintain our tra- 
ditional high standard.” 

A five-year course prepares the stu- 
dent for*admission to college. The 124 
students, divided into three classes, 
range from 18 to 51 years of age. 

Cologne, Essen, Duesseldorf and Ma- 
yence are planning to follow Berlin’s 
example. Before long Germany's eve- 
ning high scheols may rival New York’s 
seventeen, with 35,000 men and women 
enrolled.

Scientists’ Interest 
in Discovery. Ps 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Mexico City, Nov. 19—Human bones, 
big bones, that bear mute testimony 
to a terrible tragedy that took place 
in the State of Oaxaca, near the present 
village of Tapextla, have been dug up 
by explorers who are launching a very 
intensive excavation to uncover the 
story of a.prehistoric race. 
’ ‘The presence of the human remnants 
was learned by travelers, who declare 
there is a group of inhabitants in the 
section dividing the states of Oaxaca 
arid Guerrero, neither o- Indian nor 
Spanish descent and whose black fea- 


tures resemble the negro. It was from 
this source the information of the bones 
and skeletons was obtained. ~ 

Tribal legend of the inhabitants had 
it that thousands of years ago there 
dwelléd a race of humans in Oaxaca 
which were similar to that of today 
excepting they were less civilized and 
of gigantic size; but they had their own 
customs and arts, and practiced them 
peacefully until a volcanic eruption 
swept them away. Recently an inhab- 
itant was walking along the road and 
at the side, imbedded in a rock, was 
the bone of a huge human arm. 
Eagerly he bore the news back to resi- 
dents of Tapextla. They viewed the 
grim reminder, proving, they thought, 
the ancient legend, and took it back 
home with them. 

Travelers passing through the quaint, 
lazy, sun-baked village often had heard 
the legend of the giants, but until the 
discovery of the arm had accepted it 
as @ probably fictitious narrative. 

But, with presentation of actual evi- 
dence, the story grew and~passed into 
the hands of scientific groups, who 
hastily organized exploration expedi- 
tions and invaded the zone. 

Rains for many years had washed 
away the surface in some spots, expos- 
ing skeletons imbedded in rock—of 
lava formation—and these were gath- 
ered in and saved. Practically every 
bone in’ the human body has been 
found and almost complete skeleton 
specimens in some instances have been 
discovered. 

The proof gained, they say, is that 
the prehistoric inhabitants were very 
large. Both the arms and shoulders of 
the skeletons found have been of gi- 
gantic development. But the giants 
in spite of their size, could not with- 
stand the onrushing flow of the active 
volcano’s lava, which erased completely 
the early civilization except for leg- 
endary accounts. 

The actual existence of the volcano 
can not be doubted, they say, because 
the formations in the vicinity are un- 
questionably proof of a submarine 
crater which thousands of years ago 
hurled fire and destruction into the 
ranks of the giants. 

No trace of the life of the prehistoric 
humans has been found, and the 
scientists are going further into the 
excavations to determine the manner 
of living through relics which they ex- 
pect to ultimately discover. It is prob- 
able the skeleton specimens will be de- 
livered Into the hands of museums for 
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THE WIFE and CO.

worthy of this proud title. Art is one 
of the most important elements in the 
life of any capital city. We need merely 
to look to the cities of Europe—Paris, 
Rome,. London, Brussels. We should 
take our place along with them as an 
art center, but this can not be super- 
imposed from without. It must be a 
growth and development from within 
the life of the city itself. 

Each one who is interested in art 
is responsible in some measure for this, 
for we can promote by our activity, 
our interest and by encouraging our 
artists who live among us. The begin- 
nings may be humble, but they are 
significant. The Society of Independent 
Artists does not. necessarily mean the 
“wild men.” It does mean independence 
for each and every artist who wishes 
@ place and an opportunity to exhibit. 
The more conservative need not hesi- 
tate to exhibit along with the imma- 
ture. The lesser artists can not take 
anything from the greater. But the 
greater can and do gtimulate the others 
and so help forward the cause of art, 
which is the expression of the best’ in 
the soul of man. 

If sometimes strange things seem to 
come forth from this aforesaid soul, it 
is the more incumbent upon the wiser 
and finer artists to show forth what is 
the best and most beautiful, so that all 
may see and compare and be influenced 
by what is worthy and fine.

THEOLOGIAN 
OF ENGLAND | 
PORTRAYED 


Unusual tribute has been paid to 
the scholarly qualities of Baron. von 
Hugel, England’s great theologian, 
whose letters recently were published | 
by J. M. Dent .& Sons, of London, 
under the title “Selected Letters—1896- 
1924,” edited by Bernard Holland, who 
also contributed an i illuminating 
memoir to the volume. 

The unique feature about this volume 
is that churchmen of all creeds have 
united to call Baron von Hugel, a con- 
vinced Roman Catholic, ey apol- 
ogist for Christianity in. our time, 

In England the Church of England 
Newspaper printed an exhaustive re- 
view of the book, which was written 
by Dean Inge, one of the foremost 
clerical lights of the Anglican Church. 

Baron -von Hugel certainly revived the 
almost forgotten art of letter writing 
in its highest sense. His epistles to his 
friends and contemporaries were mas- 
terpieces of courtesy, fairness, bril- 
liancy and information. Indeed, he put 
his whole soul into his epistles, and 
no. ns were spared to make them 
truly interesting to their recipients. 

Baron von Hugel had a favored posi- 
tion in that he was a layman in the 
Roman Church and, therefore, he was 
outspoken, to a degree, in his discussion 
of church matters. There was never 
any question, however, of his. inherent 
loyalty to the Roman Church, and he 
was more so because he was a mediator 
between his own church and,the world 
of scholarship and philosophy. 

The heart of the man is unexpectedly 
betrayed now and then in his letters. 
Think how charming this letter was 


must have been to have received such 
a communication from this great 
master of theology. He wrote to her: 

“I was so grieved on finding out last 
Sunday that we had missed your birth- 
day. Even though, this time a bit 
late, I am sending you, by this post, 
a little birthday present. . 

“T have chosen for you Boswell’s 
“Life of Johnson,” in the best smallish- 
sized one-volume edition now on the 
market, because, though parts of it 
are dull (so are parts of Homer, 
Shakespeare, Milton, even of the 
Bible) it contains, in quite three- 
fourths of its bulk, things that have 
not died and will never die. I hope 
you may end by feeling, with me, 
Johnson to be a true help toward 
serving God, toward that inner life 
without which we are empty and poor 
indeed. 

“ so I give you the book, as one 
more proof of my prayerful trust that 
it is not with you a silly child’s pas- 
ing whim, a shabby sentimentality of 
the ‘salad years,’ but a simple, humble 
determination, with God’s grace, quiet- 
ly and wisely, with much breadth and 
ever renewed patience, to constitute 
yourself, on and on, into a spiritual 
personality. I feel somehow, a happy 
trust that you will never, permanently,

IN SEA SHOWN | 
BY TRESSLER 


“Man marks.the earth with ruin, the 
sea he leaves inviolate” sang the poet 
Byron and with poetic intuition he 
voiced a great truth. In “The Wealth of 
the Sea,” by Donald K. Tressler (the 
Century Co., New York), we get yet 
another glimpse of the sea—that of a 
benefactor to mandkind through count- 
less generations of humanity. 

Intriguing and fascinating is the 
story of the vast wealth under the never 
peaceful waters of the great deep. In 
the effort. to obtain these treasures man 
has given freely of his best. a mat- 
ter of fact, the history of man is in 
many respects the. story of his eternal 
struggle with the sea. To ride upon it, 
to conquer it, to control it and to gar- | 
ner its store have been lures to the 
stout-hearted since the days—and be- 
fore—Jason set out with his brave crew 
to find the Golden Fleece. *~ 

Poets and bards have tuned their 
lyres to sea strains, world battles have 
been fought upon its broad bosom and: 
still it remains the friend of man. ! 

Again and again it has been said in 
many languages and in many ages that. 
“whoever rules the sea, rules the world.” 
There is much truth in that saying, 
but it has never been entirely true for 
no one has ever really ruled the ocean. 
King Canute discovered that to his 
sorrow. Only the Christ could com- 
mand the waves to be still and achieve 
his goal. 

It comes as a shock to many to realize 
the immensity of the ocean, for it is 
139,000,000 square miles in area and 
covers about 70 per cent of the surface 
of the earth. Inhabitants of other 
planets looking through the telescopes 
of similar instruments of their globe 
might well call us “the water people” 
and fancy that we were a sort of land 
fish equally at home in the sea and on 
the ground. | 

Science has compiled marvelous fig- 
ures»about the floor of the ocean in 
recent years, its depth, the average be- 
ing 1,916 fathoms, while three-fifths of 
it is between 2,000 and 3,000 fathoms. 

The first gift of the sea is in its 
living creatures, which man uses for 
food, for money, for ornament, and in 
late years for many of its medicinal 
compounds. We have discovered that 
the sea has priceless gifts of certain 
chemical elements without which in 
human composition there are inherent 
weaknesses which lead eventually to 
disease. In many respects man is not 
so dependent upon the sea for food 
as in the past. Its food products are 
used more in most countries to supple- 
ment rather than as staple articles of 
diet. Yet the Pilgrim fathers would 
have starved, those first awful months 
after they landed on Plymouth Rock, 
had it not been for the bountiful sup- 
ply of sea food at hand. As the author 
says: “The people of Massachusetts 
have vodeatbiioba their debt to the cod 
and have hung a model of it in the 
hall of the House of Representatives.” 
_ Nor should be forgotten that inesti- 
mable gift, common salt, its most im- 
portant inorganic product.

Motorists 
do make mistakes in this field occasion-

“One of the chief blunders committed 
by the used car buyer is to judge a car 
by the year it was produced,” he says. 
“This is fundamentally unsound, for 
the machine should be judged purely 
upon its merits. If it performs well, 
looks well and is in generally good 
condition, it makes no difference that 
it was made in a certain year. 

“The way to determine the worth of 
such a car is to test it. Such a test 
will be found to sustain the dealer’s 
claims, provided one has gone to the 
right place to make the purchase. Motor 
car buyers of today mostly are ex- 
perienced. They have owned cars, 
driven them, and become acquainted 
with their principles. The thing to do 
is to utilize this experience—not part 
of it, but all of it,

Next, the chassis should be complete- 
ly lubricated and the oil changed in 
the transmission and differential. The 
generator should be thoroughly in- 

ted and cleaned and any worn 
parts replaced. With this done -and 
the battery checked and the 
electrical system will have plenty of 
“punch.” 


Starter Should Be Cleaned. 


The starting motor should be re- 
moved and cleaned and worn parts, if 
any, replaced. Cleaning the starter 
driving mechanism is stressed as being 
of particular importance, both on the 
starter and the gear of the flywheel, as 
accumulated oil gets gummy and in 
time prevents gears from engaging, or, 
once engaged, from disengaging. 

Connecting cable terminals of the en- 
tire electrical system should be cleaned 
and those at the battery, generator, 
starting motor, starting switch and 
ground to prevent corroding. 

In the ignition system, it is impor- 
tant ‘that the distributor and spark- 
plug points should be cleaned and ad- 
justed, rotor and distributor cleaned, 
cables inspected and replaced, if neces- 
sary, and timing reset.

“That ‘the practice of shutting one- 
self tightly in a’ closed car makes a 
great deal of difference in the driver's 
or ers’ comfort is an illusion. 
If only the driver’s window is lowered; 
there is no opportunity for a draft to 
pass through the car and, in such a 
case, there usually is no real discomfort, 

“On the rural highway, where the 
winds have an opportunity for a full 
sweep, the situation may be different. 
Here, usually, frequent signals are not 
so necessary, but in the case of heavy 
traffic, such as may occur when great 
crowds of motorists have assembled in 
one place, as at a football zame, rapid 
and safe traffic flow demands that the 
motorist put up with the slight discom- 
fort that may result from lowering the 
window. 

“It is up to the individual to realize 
that signals are imperative and that 
they can not be given when the driver 
hides himself behind a glass window.”

The story of th: covered wagon 
could never be written without the brave 
tales of pioneer women who faced death with 
their men as they rode unflinchingly across 
the West’s burnt plains, tolling and dream- 
ing beside them. Many a rude wooden cross 
in that wide desert West told its mute story 
of some sweét-faced womar whose heart held 
high courage. 

Women have even helped to write the epic 
of the sea. Tales of the sailing vessels of old 
are replete with legends of the heroism of 
wives and daughters who braved all the ter- 
rors of the sea rather than let their men 
alone track paths for future generations.

Roosevelt, wife of the former Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy, criticized the needless risk 
involved, while Mrs. Winifred Sackville 
Stoner, founder of the League for Fostering 
Genius, said she would rather have a good 
typist than either a Ruth Elder or Gertrude 
Ederle. 

Dr. Davis asserted that “‘the only time any 
one should undertake a thing that jeopar- 
dizes the happiness of dear ones is when he or 
she ‘has a definite chance of accomplishing 
something.” Mrs. Stoner said: “I think it 
is foolhardy to attempt a flight across the 
Atlantic Ocean when nothing whatever will 
be accomplished by it.”’ 

A prominent German journalist referred 
a bit satirically to.the super-American girl 
and pointed out that whatever she set out to 
do, she believed she could do. 

Among the comments which Ruth Elder’s 
flight inspired and which bluntly projected 
the whole dramatic incident against the screen 
of human affairs is that voiced by an Irish 
writer. It says: “A woman had no business 
to attempt this flight. She is a married 
woman. Her husband wisely remained at 
home. If this young woman has any sense 
left she will join him now and keep close 
to him. Men in the summer should strive 
to equal Lindbergh. Women should stay 
at home.” 

‘ Miss Elder was born at Anniston, Ala., Sep- 
tember 12, 1902, in a family of five children 
of Mr, and Mrs. J. O. Elder. 

During her school days in the “old home 
town” she took a leading part in athletics 
and was a star on the school basketball team. 
She was also a leader in the social activities 
of the school and was outstanding in her 
scholastic attainments. 

As a child she displayed tomboy tendencies

With such a truly dramatic setting it is not 
surprising that the striking character of the 
dévelopments have been quite in keeping 
tHerewith. In fact, it may be safely said that 
the outstanding feature of our postwar com- 
merce, as far as its general aceleration is con- 
cerned, is the literally astounding growth of 
the transpacific traffic. "he rate of its ad- 
vance has far exceeded that of any other 
branch of American commerce, whether with 
Latin America, Europe or elsewhere 

Before the World War (in 1913) our com- 
merce, exports and imports, with these lands 
from New Zealand around to Japan and west- 
ward to India, totaled, in round figures, $462,- 


000,000. This represented just under 12 per ~ 


cent of our total imports and just under 7 per 
cent of our total exports. Last year we did a 
business with the Orient of $2,215,000,000, of 
which $1.443,000,000 re -esented imports 
and $772,000,000 represented exports. This 
import trade now constitvies 30 per cent 
of, Our total imports, and our exports to the 
Far East have increased to 14.6 per cent of 
ow total exports. In no other part of the 
world have we made such rapid advances in 
the development of both import and export 
trede as we have with the countries of the Far 
Bast.

before. The resultant profits have gone not 
only to merchants, traders and the European 
owners of plantations, whose dividends have 
reached incredible levels (averaging more than 
35 per cent a year over long periods in many 
cases), but also to the humbler folk of the Ori- 
ent, giving them an unprecedented cash mar- 
gin for expenditure on small luxuries. A 
typical example of this comes from Palembang, 
in Sumatra. where the native planters of rub-— 
ber, during the rubber boom, fell heir to un- 
accustomed wealth. 
boom they literally had more money than they 
knew what to do with, and it was not uncom- 
mon to see a native hut housing a phonograph, 
two or three clocks and a melange of other 


knick-khacks, while the 3 miles. of muddy . 


streets which constitute Palembang’s highway 
system, were crowded with American automo- 
biles. To a lesser degree the jute farmers of 
India, the wood-oil producers of China, the tin 
miners of Malaya, the pepper growers of the 
Dutch Hast Indies have profited from the in- 
creased demand for Oriental products, either 
as owners, through increased prices obtained 
for their produce, or, as workmen, through 
higher wages paid for labor. 

Industrially, also, the Orient has been 
awakening, and in those lines where unskilled 
labor may be utilized to advantage some de- 
gree of success has been attained. Japan, for 
example, has developed a large cotton textile 
industry, India has done the same, and in 
China over 5,000,000 spindles are in opera- 
tion, of which more than 3,000,000 are Chinese 
owned. The Far East now employs tens of 
thousands of workers in its mills and the new 
purchasing power represented by their earn- 
ings is expanding steadily. India has in Ben- 
gal a world center for jute production, and is 
developing slowly but successfully an iron and 
steel industry. The spirit of nationalism is 
slowly evolving in all of the Oriental coun- 
tries, and in time may give rise to an even 
greater industrial activity. 

At first thought this movement might ap- 
pear to threaten seriously our export trade in 
certain competing lines of goods, notably tex- 
tiles, hardware, &c. The possibilities of such 
curtailment, though evident in some commodi-~ 


ties, are apt to be overestimated. In the first | 


place, the output of the Oriental factories is 
largely of lower Brades which compete more 
with German, or Japanese exports than with

Legislation governing radio activity has 
done much.to tone down public insistence 
that broadcasting stations serve greatly its 
personal ends, The Department of Com- 
merce, under whose jurisdiction the radio 
stations of the Nation come, will not permit 
point to point messages. This and other 
legislative rulings have in a measure cur- 
tailed the activity of broadcast stations in 
behalf of the public—not, however, to the 
sorrow of announcers and managers.

would otherwise enjoy, and it has already had 


the effect of increasing their purchasing 


power noticeably. 

- These factors have already resulted in re- 
markable developments in the sale of small 
luxuries to the Far East, which are now being 
distributed in areas where bare poverty has 
heretofore precluded their being marketed. 
American sardines, for example, are widely 


. sold throughout the Far Hast, and in remote 


sections of fish-loving regions like Burma or 
Java considerable quantities are consumed 
even in native shops rum on such a small scale 
that single sardines are.delivered direct from 
the tin to customers for home consumption. 
California raisins also are being distrihuted 
extensively throughout Japan, China and 
Java, and more recently in British India. 
Such articles as chewing gum, silk hosiéry, 
flashlights, radio sets, phonographs and 
phonograph records, canned vegetables and 
fruits, breakfast foods, condensed milk, and 
so On, are beginning to appear more largely 
in our export statistics to the Oriental coun- 
tries. As yet some of them represent in- 
dividually only moderate values, but they are 
straws indicating the direction of the trade 
winds of the future, These little imported 
luxuries are going to be more and more in 
demand as the standard of living rises in the 
Hast,.and America’s share in supplying them 
should be a substantial one. 


- On a larger scale is our growing trade in 


automotive products and tires, which were 
sold to a total of $79,000,000 in the Far East 
during 1926, Many of the transpacific coun- 
tries, notably China, India and Australia, 
have rail systems inadequate to meet the 
needs of their internal commerce, and the 
automobile and motor truck are being intro- 
duced to fill the gap. This progress would 
undoubtedly be faster if road and highway 
development were greater, but we have al- 
ready sold so many motor vehicles in the 
Orient that the need of better highways is 
being felt. There, just as in the United 
States, the use of motor transport creates a 
demand for roads, and good roads develop a 
demand for motor vehicles. The reciprocal 
effect of these two factors is beginning to 
operate in the Orient. 

As indicated above, American machinery is 
also a large and growing item of export to 
the Orient, in spite of severe competition from 
Europe, and our sales in 1926 totaled over 
$72,000,000. Here, as might be expected, 
Australia is our best customer, with Japan, 
New Zealand and India following in order, 
while the other Oriental nations are of lesser 
account. American machinery and American 
specialties find readier markets in the more 
highly developed industrial countries of the 
Orient. Australia has an entirely European 
population and actively growing industries, 
Japan has for many years been modeling 
herself on the industrial nations of Europe,

and India is just beginning to follow in their 


footsteps. China and the Philippines have 
not arrived to q status of any importance in 
this field as yet, while the Dutch East Indies 
and Malaya are almost exclusively agricul- 
tural regions.

| be the staples which have been sold across 

the Pacific for many years; America con- 
tinues to maintain her ‘position, taking the 
field as a whole, in spite of some losses 
through competition. Our trade in petroleum 
products is, of course, universal; and in 1926 
it amounted in the East to a value of $106,- 
800,000. Raw cotton has been a large item 
of export to the Orient since the development 
of eotton ‘mill industries on the China coast, 
reaching for the whole region a total of $126,- 
800,000 in 1926. Despite severe competition, 
in 1926 we sold to the Far East over $58,000,- 
000 of iron and steel products, over $31,000,- 
000 of lumber and timber and nearly $15,000,- 
000 of cotton cloth, while our shipments of 
wheat and flour reached a value of over $23,- 
Trade in these staples, while not 
capable of particularly rapid expansion, has 
nevertheless been increasing steadily as a re- 
sult of the improved industrial -ctivity of the 
Far East, and we can look for a continuance 
of this tendency for some time.to come. 

It would be unduly optimistic, however, to 
imply that these great and growing markets 
of the Orient are ours for the asking. Com- 
petition in all of the trade areas of the Far 
East has been keen in the past and will be 
even keener in the future. Fortunately for 
us, perhaps, the purchasing power of the Ori- 
ent has increased so rapidly that our gains in 
commerce have been to only a moderate de- 
gree at the expense of our competitors, but 
the time is coming when we will have a real 
struggle on our hands, if the present rate 
of progress is to continue. 

Much of the trade area en the other side of 
the Pacific represents territory under the con- 
trol of European nations—Australia, New 
Zealand, British India, Ceylon, Malaya and 
part of Borneo belong definitely tb the British; 
Java, Sumatra, the Celebes and most of Borneo 
belong to the Dutch, while French Indo-China 
is a French possession. Naturally enough, in 
those territories the goods of the mother coun- 
try enjoy an advantageous position. The early 
colonist conquerors established great trading 
houses with ramifications throughout their 
respective territories, trading houses which 
still enjoy a predominant position through 
long custom and the natural advantages which 
they have enjoyed during many years of op- 
eration. When great improvement works are 
carried out in these colonies with funds de- 
rived from the mother country or from the 
colonial administration, it is inevitable that 
the necessary machinery, construction materi- 
als, supplies, &c., are purchased from the na- 
tion in control. When agricultural experiment 
stations, technical’ schools and the like are 
established, they invariably demonstrate the 
equipment produced by the mother country, 
and train native students in the methods com- 
mon to that country. 
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The public sometimes forgets that a pro- 
gram is an intricate affair. Time has been 


taken to work it out; the orchestra—if it 
is musical—has been arranged for; the 
artists have been told at what time to appear 
to go on the ‘mike’—and what is more, other 
engagements are often in the immediate 
minutes following an appearance before the 
broadcasting instrument. These things de- 
mand noninterference on the part of the 
public. 

Yet, as Mr. Edmunds pointed out to the 
writer, the broadcast station does not want 
an unresponsive, disinterested public. . “‘Let- 
ters are our life,” says Mr. Edmunds. “As 
the engaged couple—or one part of it—we 
like to hear from the other part. Letters 
from the public are always welcome. We 
especially welcome letters from intelligent 
people. In fact, we don’t get enough of this 
kind—people who are musical, who know 
music, who are able to criticize and suggest, 
helpful to us in building better and more 
appreciative programs. 

“Washington is one of the most cultured 
cities in the world. The level of its educa- 
tion is high. There are no slums in Wash- 
ington—no great foreign population as in 
our larger cities, The men and women in 
Government service are all above the average 
in intelligence and Jearning and they like 
‘good stuff’? when they sit around the family 
radio for an evening of entertainment. 

“But, as a rule, the intelligentsia does not 
respond to our program. Then we have to 
take measures to find out if we are pleasing 
An interesting example of this 
occurred but recently. 

“Station WRC was broadcasting—and had 
been for several months—a musical program, 
At first we received letters complimenting us 
on the program. In time they ceased to come 
in such volume as formerly and lastly they 
ceased all together. I decided then ‘“‘to pull’ 
the concert. It was no sooner done than let- 
ters of every character and description as 
well as telegrams began to pour into the of- 
fice. The public was not “gone stale” on the 
program; it was aly resting on its oars. The 
beauty of it had evidently lulled it to sleep.”

\AR. EDMUNDS does not believe that the 
radio will grow greatly as an information 
center. Most of the population of the coun- 


-try is near towns, within easy access of the 
newspapers which carry, as never before, in- — 


formation to the people. In the remoter rural

The radio is primarily for entertainment; 
education is another matter, thinks Mr. 
Edmunds. Lectures have a certain appeal— 
especially those of a historical and political 
character. 

“We find at WRC that religious programs 
meet with favor on the part of the public, the 
interviewer was told by the interviewed. 
Especially do those confined to hospitals in 
Washington appreciate the religious services 
that go out over the station. Sporting events 
broadcast are also greatly appreciated. “The 
boys of Ward ‘Eye’ want the announcer to 
know of their sincere appreciation for the 
privilege of listening-in to your pleasant an- 
nouncing of the baseball games, prize fight, 
excellent music and entertainment. We can’t 
talk back to you, but we—all of us—wish we 
could to thank you as we really feel,” runs 
one letter from Walter Reed. 

All, therefore, is not censure around the 
broadcasting station. There is deep and genu- 
ine appreciation despite the fact that “the 
president of the club (National Press Club) 
and ‘silver-tongued’ senator and even Wil) 
Rogers enunciate so faulty that the ear 
strains to tell what in h they are talking 
about,” and the suggestion that a primary 
school for “appearants” before the micro- 
phone be opened. 

Following that, it’s good to get such a 
letter as this, said Mr. Edmunds, “I consider 
your station one of the best in my log and 
the most called on by me. I wish to take 
this means to express my thanks for your 
untiring effort and program.”’ 

The future possibilities of the radio are 
tremendous, concluded Mr. Edmunds. For- 
merly every radio covered only a certain 
area. Now through the development of the 
chain system ‘hook-up’ it is possible for a 
speaker to reach 30 or 40 million people in 
a moment of time. A recent example of this 
nation-wide reach '" a morent was the broad- 
cast by the Treasury Department with refer- 


. ence to the redemption of the Second Liberty 


loan. Mail facilities carried the information 
of the redemption only scatteringly; the radid 
brought home to the bondholders in a second 
of time the loss that was theirs by not cashing 
in at redemption time and the response was 
great.” 

Nation-wide “hook-ups” in time are going 
to prove a great deterrent to big crimes also. 
With the facility to broadcast to the world the 
commission of a huge train robbery and a 
description of the robbers there is going ‘to 
be less “big stuff” pulled than formerly. In- 
deed, the future of the radio is well-nigh 
incomprehensib!

LANG is invented by some wisecrack- 
ers of each generation and used by 
the sheiks and shebas to re-express 
certain primary and fundamental 
goncepts, the same situations as ex- 
isted yesterday, today and will exist 

tomorrow. Then as the youths and maidens 
grow older they gradually drop most of the 
hot expressions that they were accustomed to 
slinging and a residue of slanguage, their 
adolescent jargon, refmains in the language 
okeh. 

So agrees Dr. Frank H. Vizetelly, who has 
made a lifework of collecting and classify- 
ing words as one of the world’s greatest lex- 
icographers. 

One of the greatest charms of slang, he 
holds, is its vitality, for it keeps step with 
rapidly changing American life. Thus no one 
any longer speaks of piping down, the cake 
eater talks no more of mashing a skirt, and 
kicking the bucket is passe. 

English may still be the berries with the 
monocle boys and stuffed shirts, but its ecze- 
ma to a flock of regular guys. Slang is pecu- 
liarly an American institution. It was here 
when Yankee Doodle stuck a feather in his 
hat and called it macaroni; was here before 
we remembered the Maine and other such old 
stuff. 

It may be all right by you, or plain hooey, 
but it’s here to stay, and jazzbos have em- 
ployed it from times long antedating the 
boodle period of American politics.’ In-1859 
George W. Matsell, New York City police of- 
ficial, wrote in his introduction to “The Vo- 
cabulum or Rogue’s Lexicon,” that “to be- 
come a lexicographer certainly never entered 
into my calculation, but the rogue fraternity 
have a language peculiarly their own and 
from it many terms havc come into general 
use.”’ 

At the time the slippery guy was called 
an artful dodger and the Tombs was the 
“City College.” 

Commissioner Matsell’s experience shows 
one source of slang words and phrases, name- 
ly, the underworld. What was once dubbed 
the Tenderloin and is now known at the 
Rialto is another. Some hot ones also spring 
to life in Tin Pan Alley. VYaudevillians coin 
others, but the creators of comic cartoons 
and columnists are the mos* prolific minters 
of slang.

io C. HENDERSON, in‘his ‘‘Keys to 


Crookdom,” published in 1924, notes 
among the expressions that criminals used 
then many that aro uovw familiar to the aver- 
age drug store cowboy or ’cocn coat. 

Bat ‘“‘a swell mouthpiece copped me an 
anchor” may sound strafige to law-abiding 
ears in 1927. The author translates that as 
meaning that his lawyer secured a stay of 
execution. 

We know without being told what a stick- 
up artist is, and bum dough, a grand, a fire 
bug, a hard bird, a gat toter, a spieler, who, 
by the way, nowadays shoots a hot line—and 
how; what it means to do a bit, to blow your 
friends, to bolt, to bluff, bui the day of the 
bouncer, at least in his native habitat, as 
the slugger for a tough salmon—the strong 
arm guy of the pre-Volstead era—is on the 
wane, 

In 1924 Mr. Hendersor felt the need of 
explaining the meaning of the word boot- 
legger, but times \ave changed. Three years 
ago a shover was not, as might be supposed 
among those with strong backs and weak 
minds, to mean a chauffeur, but he who 
passed counterfeit coin or the queer. 

Bracing a stiff for - set down has not 
changed, except in terminology, for the di- 
lapidated gentlemen with red noses who call 
you Buddy and want a dime to get a roll and 
a cup of coffee used to cr]l... meal a set down, 
and begging from : person, bracing a stiff.

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In almost any decade in America and, lat- 
terly, every few years, a new name for one’s 


sweetheart has come into general use among 
the juveniles and those who imitate them. 
Thus once upon a time a feller had a ateady, 
a dandy, a flame, and more latterly the boy 
friend and finale hopper has had his sweetie, 
jane, dump dora and the wife. 

Hearty indorsement at one time looked 
to fruits for terms of excellence, so that 
the young lady was a peach or a pippin, but 
lately we have had an avalanche from the 
zoo, so that the’cat’s pajamas, bees’ knees, 
aligator’s ankles are the latest in leaping 
dandruff. 

Slang that is picked by writers of burlesque 
shows and of vaudeville acts from the news- 
papers or garnered from some bozo lit with 
a little joy oil is sprung across the boards 
and all the boys in the trenches buzz around 
the dance rackets strutting the stuff that 
went over. 

H. C. Witwer, who knows his onions and 
dewberries, defends slang as an advance over 
the limited vocabulary that the kid who is 
used to swearing employs. -He says that to 
hurl the phrase, ‘‘What an oil can you turned 
out to be!” at an opponent in verbal combat 
is superior to a rough and ready cuss word 
and adds to one’s lingo. 

“I get a great kick out of the picturesque 
brevity of slang,’’ he said recently. “It does 
no beating about the bush. It is free from 
snobbery and is sincere, leaving little room 
for trickery or the imagination.”’ 

True, if somebody ‘calls you a dud or a 
wet blanket or a calamity howler, you know 
what he means, you can’t kid yourself, and 
I don’t mean maybe. 

Slang goes in cycles, but one marked thing 
about it as time goes on is that the phrases 
and the words tend, in general, to grow 
shorter, more explosive, more colorful. Again 
it is evolving in all directions, for where the 
youth of :1890 had one slang word, today 
he can pick and choose. 

Just now static has become the tadpole’s 
teddies. Each new science or mechanical in- 
vention, like the. flivver, that comes into 
widespread use, leads to an enrichment of 
slang. ‘The so-called dead languages are in 
such a mournful ‘state becausé nd slang vivi- 
fies them, adding quaint sounds and rugged, 
abrupt meanings. Slang is a sign of virility. 

“The difference in races is shown in their 
slang,” says Dr. Vizetelly. American: slang is 
expressive and fits. Though I was born 
in London, I nevertheless think that English 
slang on the whole is cheap, forced and in- 
appropriate, not spontaneous, not forced int®@ 
the language as it were by the need of words 
or phrases to meet a wildly changing scene 
like the American. Australian slang is snappy 
but not as classy as ours. New Zealand ranks 
Australia in this respect. Much slang, to 
my mind, tomes into being in moments of 
stress, when the mind makes a mental short 
et. 

“The modern journalist, whether colyum- 
ist, cartoonist or news writer, is the man who 
more than any other helps to put over new 
terms. The stage has contriputed many slang 
additions, ‘also, such as hokum and ballyhoo.

Most writers on the subject of slang agree

is due, not to the masses, but to a certain 
few individuals: Thus President Roosevelt 


with his use of the phrase “big stick’’ is an 


example. Thomas A. Dorgan, known other- 
wise as T. A. D. or “Tad,” of the newspaper 
comic strips, is credited with the invention 
or popularization of many nifties, such as 
nobody home and hollow tile to indicate the 
mentally unendowed and gave us the cat’s 
meow and cat’s pajamas as superlatives. In 
the realm of apparel he is also supposed to 


have enriched the language with the word 
cheaters for shell-rimmed glasses and dogs 
for shoes, and minted such gems, at least of 
their kind, as dumbell, dumb dora, red-hots, 
cake- eaters, drug store cowboys, finale hop- 
pers, and many-eatch phrases that have swept 
the country as it were over night. 

But as Dr. Vizetelly and other experts on 
the American language have pointed out, it 
is almost impossible in most eases to trace 
a slang contribution to its creator. Some- 
times a bit of slang grows gradually. Thus 
terms from the prize ring seep into common 
speech, such as throw up the sponge, hit 
below the belt, haymaker, solar plexus blow 
and so forth. 


- Asks War Mothers to Fight 
_ Pacificists for Real Peace 


DU LULL Ld 


“IT have spent my life as an honest advo- 
cate of peace because I detest war,”’ declares 
Gen. John J. Pershing in a message to war 
mothers in November McCall’s. The United 
States is not safe; our wealth and greatness 
are not a protection but a temptation, says 
Gen. Pershing, who calls upon the Gold Star 
Mothers and the war mothers for support in 
the present struggle against the pacifist who 
seeks to undermine the foundations of free 


government. 

Discussing the part these mothers can 
play in preserving peace, he says: 

“‘We are a peaceful people, as all the world 
knows, but to sit and idly dream of peace is 
not a guarantee against war. The develop- 
ment of a real and adequate system of na- 
tional defense is the surest means of pre- 
serving honorable peace. None of us wants 
war, but if our rights are not worth protect- 
ing they are not worth having. If we are 
not ready to defend them, we deserve to 
lose them. 

‘*The system of national defense that was 
adopted in 1920 is.,one of the greatest .move- 
ments for peace and security ever undertaken 
by the American people. After a century 
and a half of inaction we have adopted a 
modest, economical plan capable of expan- 
sion -which embraces a small regular army, 
a well organized though limited number of 
nationa] guard, or State troops, and a pro- 
portion of selected men from civil life listed 
as reserves. Supplementary to these are 
young men trained in summer camps and 
colleges to become officers in case of need, 

“Tf we had initiated such a system a gen- 
eration ago, it. is altogether probable that 
we should not have been forced into the 
World War. Or, once in the war. if we had 
been able to throw even half a milllion fight- 
ing men into the field in the spring and 
summer of 1917, it could have been ended 
that year. 

“Never yet has lack of preparation! pre- 
vented attack by an aggressive foe. Yet the 
blind or foolish pacifist propaganda of today 


‘seeks to shake even the-steady sublime faith 


of the mothers of t' >se of. our comrades who 
were called upon to make the final sacrifice 
in’ battle. They tell these mothers that it is 
a terrible thing to teach. our youth to handle 
@ gun and shoot it. They call ing: who be- 
lieve even in moderate preparation ‘Imperial- 
ists.. If we dare say that another war is 
possible, they term us ‘Militarists." Are we 
to become apologists for America? Have all 
our wars been wrong? Is one who defends

Recently it was my good fortune to spend 
some three weeks in the heart of primeval 
jungle in Panama for the observation of tropi- 
cal wild life. To one coming directly from the 
north the complete change is at first some- 
what overpowering. Little is familiar with 
the exception of a few migrants among the 
birds, if one happens to be there at the mi- 


grating season, as I was. For two or three 
days king birds, known in some places as bee 
martins, were with us. We saw the yellow or 
summer warbler, the alder flycatcher, the 
bank swallow and the night hawk en route 
for points still farther south. But with the 
passing of these, little reminded us of the 
familiar birds of the north. “As for the ani- 
mals, the deer and a form of red squirrel were 
all we saw to remind us of familiar four- 
footed. folk of the green forest, 

The turkey vulture, or buzzard, ina the 
black-headed vulture, both of which are 
familiar enough in our Southern States, were 
on their carrion-seeKing job down there, and 
one day we were fortunate enough to see two 
king vultures, approached in size only by the 
great condor. I recall that one morning we 
witnessed a most unusual exhibition of the 
art of: flying. Two turkey vultures and two 
black and white hawks of Panama, beautiful 
great birds, were circling directly above us. 
Not a motion of any \wing was to be detected 
as, sweeping in great circles, the birds grad- 
ually mounted higher and higher. 


. Prickly Porky’s Tropical Cousin. 


But though most of the mammals were 
unfamiliar, there were somé that showed their 
relationship with certain forms of the north. 
For instance, there was the cousin of prickly 
porky, the northern porcupine. As every one 
knows who. has ever encountered one, to at- 
tempt to pick up prickly porky by the tail 
would be to court disaster and a painful hand- 
ful of quills. But his-tropical cousin I carried 
around by the tail whenever it was desired 
to pose him in a new situation for his photo- 
graph. You see, this prickly fellow of the 
tropics has a nearly naked, long prehensile 
tail, instead of a short, thick, protective tail, 
like his northern relative. In a way, this taif 
reminds me of Unc’ Billy Possum’s tail, and it 
is used in much the same way. However, it is 
prehensile on the upper, rather than the under 
side. In other words, the owner curls the 
ends of his tail over a branch from beneath, 
so that the grip is taken with the upper 
surface. 


A Curious Looking Fellow. 


Rothschild’s porcupine is the name which 
he bears. He is a curious looking fellow. The 


- quills are not partly hidden by long hair, as 


is the case with our northern porcupine. In 
fact, there is no hair. His entire coat is a 
tangled mass of sharp-pointed’ quills, His 
nose turns up somewhat like that of a hog, 
and when we poked him he grunted in quite a 
hog-like. manner. 

We wondered how we were going to handle 
himgand then we discovered that blessed tail, 
It was a perfectly lovely tail for amateur 
photographers. It furnished us a fine handle 
for all our difficulties. It was much easier 
and simpler to become familiar with him than 


‘with his northern relative. If I must have

flip of that tail. 
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The chief use of the tail of our Yorthern 
form is defense. It is armed with quills— 
short, stubby, wicked little barbed quills, and 
is the only part on the animal that moves 
quickly. But that tail can move quickly! Pity 
the dog, the bear, the lynx or any other 
enemy who comes within reach of a smart 
It swings around like a flash, 
and the victim usually is so painfully sur- 
prised that the method of his punishment is 
never really understood. It is this use of the 
tail which has given rise to the erroneous 
belief in many quarters that a porcupine can 
shoot, or throw, its quills. 

Both Rothschild’s porcupine of the tropics, 
spending its time in the tree tops, has com- 
paratively little to fear from predatory ene- 
mies. To one, however, who travels among 
the smaller branches high above the ground 
in quest of fruit and other tidbits, a fifth 
member wherewith to sling to the more or 
less uncertain support of bending and sway- 
ing branches, is exceedingly handy, not to say 
a necessity. So Mother Nature has provided 
this prickly fellow with a prehensile tail. 


A Day With Black Howlers. 


Speaking of tree-top travelers, one’s 
thoughts instantly turn to the monkey tribe. 
There were several species of monkeys in the 
locality where I was, the largest being the 
black howler, a really sizeable monkey, weigh- 
ing from 14 to 16 pounds, and possibly more. 
For two,weeks I had heard these howlers in 
the distance, usually at sunrise, and occasion- 
ally just at dusk. But I had looked for them 
in vain. Then one morning a dozen of them 
appeared immediately back of our cabin about 
9 o’clock, and for 24 hours they remained in 
the vicinity. During daylight some of them 


“were always in sight, and we had an excellent 


opportunity of observing their home life. 

These monkeys were feeding on leaves, and 
they were most fastidious. They selected only 
the youngest and tenderest leaves. Sometimes 
one would hang by the hind feet and tail, 
spread eagle fashion, while the. monkey 
reached for branches below and pulled them 
up to pick out the new growth. Should a 
taxidermist ever mount a monkey in such a 
pose his reputation for truthfulness in his art 
would be lost forever. 

We saw at dusk several of these monkeys 
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daylight in the morning. And we heard them 
howl. I had heard much about the howling 


of these animals, and in a way I was some- 
what disappointed. They do not howl, The 
sound is more like the somewhat distant 
barking of a big dog, the barks followed by @ 
series of grunts that are very pig-like. A 
heavy clap of thunder would set them to 
howling, or barking, and so would the passage 
of a low-flying aeroplane. Just 24 hours from 
the time they first appeared they departed, 
and we did not see them again, It was an in- 


. teresting sight to see them travel algng, 


swinging lianas and jump, one after another, 
from the top of a tall tree to the branches of 
a much lower tree. They apparently did not 
pick out any particular limb, but just trusted 
to clinging to whatever they landed on. And 
they clung, all right. The performance re- 
minded me very much of that of a trapeze 
artist jumping into a net. 


Naturalist’s Question Box. 

James Fay writes that he observed a bee 
firmly grasping between its legs a small green 
grasshopper. The bee would fly around a 
while with the grasshopper, and then alight 
and seemingly suck from the grasshopper that | 
brown substance which children call “‘grass- 
hopper molasses.’”’ He asks if the bee was 


.taking this substance for honey. 


Undoubtedly Mr. Fay was mistaken in: his 
identification. It is almost certain that what 
he took to be a honey bee was in reality a 
robber or asilid fly, which has very much the 
appearance of a bee. These robber flies, many 
kinds of which are common in the summer, 
feed on a variety of insects. They hold them 
with their powerful legs and with a strong, 
sharp beak piece and kill their victims and 
suck their juices. One of these robber flies 
closely resembles a bumble-bee and is fre- 
quently mistaken for one. Incidentally, it 
feeds chiefly on bumble-bees. Others feed 
largely on butterflies and moths, and still 
others on other forms of insects. 

E. D. Torrey sent me what he took to be a 
lizard and asked what kind of lizard it was. 

Now, this specimen had no scales, It was 
black, perfectly smooth skin, and had four 
yellow spots. It was a spotted salamander.

Came the steam yacht with the gyroscopic 
stabilizer that smoothed out the mountains 
in the wildest ccean; the high-powered motor- 
car that destroyed time and distance. Mass 
production and huge factories created incred- 
ible incomes. 

As traveling time diminished and distances 
dwindled, it became the fashion to sip life 
where it was sweetest, and in.a year one 
could taste the nectar of Newport, drink the 
concentrated cocktail of a New York season, 
flit away to enjoy the balmy flavors of a 
Florida winter and then enjoy the variety 
of the European watering places. 

But mass production also created a mul- 
titude of millionaires. There wasn’t room 
in the short length of upper Fifth avenue or 
around the four corners of Rittenhouse Square 
for the fortunate families eager to crowd into 
the real estate that had the social stamp. 

Millionaires grew by thousands and there 
was space for only a few hundred families 
in this narrow range of the very rich. Be- 
sides, business was slowly creeping up Fifth 
avenue and one Victorian palace after another 
was devoured in the maw of commerce. 

Everybody who was anybody was in New 
York for the short ten weeks of the social 
season, and there was a chorus of million- 
aires clamoring to their relatives in riches to 
be clubby and let them in. 

There was no room to spread along the 
street, so the wealthy went te the air. <A 
smart builder picked out Park avenue and 
erected a sumptuous tenament—a floor to 
a family—and the rent $1,000 a room a year. 

* “~ x ” 
HE problem had been solved. The exodus 
began. One great pile of steel and stone 
after another rose on both sides of Park 
avenue and around the court of Rittenhouse 
Square. 

There was room for everybody in the climb- 
ing castles of the New York canyon of con- 
spicuous prospérity, and although they may 
use their apartments for only two months of 
the annual so¢ial whirl, millionaires from all 
parts of the Nation are renting or buying 
space in the towering row.

Even Fifth avenue 
mansions get old-fashion- 
ed and their passe bath- 

rooms and antiquated heating systems would 
compare ill with many humble middleclass 
dwellings. Besides, it takes an army of ser- 
vants to keep the palace in order, and Fifth 
avenue matrons also find that keeping and 
supervising competent help’ is an irritating 
problem, 


To renovate an old mansion might cost 
half as much as buying a Park avenue place 
and it would still be an old home. Besides, 
there is the difference between $1,000,000 
and perhaps $100,000 to be saved, so another 
tenant is added to the new dwellings of the 
mighty. = 

Most Park avenue apartments ,require at 
the most four or five servants, while the 
Fifth avenue mansion needed from a dozen 
to an army. The modern eonveniences for 
service eliminate the drudgery of hand labor 
and the small staff necessary can be taken 
from Newport to NeW York and from New 
York to Florida without much worry or dif- 
ficulty.. Besides, if the apartment house 
happens to have hotel service attached to it 
the tenant may borrow a staff from the house 
and then forget about them when he no 
longer needs domestic service and is on the 
road to another temporary resort.

a beautiful legend. Even the crime which 
ended her life was surrounded by such se- 
crecy that later historians declared her to be 
only a name evolved from the “‘morion”’ which 
the boy performer in a Maid Marian morris 
dance wore upon his head. 


ARGELY through the ‘researches of John 


Martin Scudder, the London antiquarian, 
Maid Marian’s real name has been traced 
‘and her pitiful fate revealed. 

She was Lady Matilda Fitzwalter, daugh-

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She dropped out of sight so sudden- © 


ter of Lord Robert Fitzwalter of Essex, a 
nobleman whose family, coming to England 
with William the Conqueror, had since the 
Norman conquest held vast grants of lands 
outside Colchester. That he enjoyed high 
rank and wide power is well known; King 
John knew it, for example, when Fitzwalter 
with the other barons wrung from that mon- 
arch in 1215 the grant of Magna Charta. But 
it was not for this that King John murdered 
Matilda, though Fitzwalter was general of 
that “Army of God and Holy Church” which 
curbed the monarch’s tyranny. 


The small tomb where the long search has 
finally ended is in Priory Church, Little Dun- 
mow. To the manner of her death and the 
high rank of those involved in it is due in 
great part the fact that her burial place re- 
mained unknown to all except those immedi- 
ately concerned. The world of her own day 
knew merely that Maid Marian departed from 
Sherwood Forest on a journey and never re- 
turned. 

Whether even Robin Hood knew or guessed 
her death is still problematical; his career, 
too, is as yet misted over by legend. The 
Fitzwalter family, aware of the tragedy which 
had befallen their house, kept silent from 
policy, biding their day of revenge. “That 
day never came. It remained for a far later 
generation to prove the old proverb that 
murder will out.

“Matilda Walter” is undisputed. Oddly 
enough, Warin or Worrin (a later spelling) is 
a-name still found at Dunmow today, and 
investigators are working on the theory that 
Matilda’s lover, Robin Hood, may have been 
a Dunmow youth of good family (the “Fitz” 
proves the family to have been allied with 
nobility) instead of an earl from Lincolnshire 
way. 

Whatever his true name, Matilda loved 
They lived apart in forest huts till 
Friar Tuck, joining Robin Hood’s merry 
men, married them. It is not improbabie 
that Matilda knew the morris dances of her 
era, which the merry men trod beneath the 
greenwood tree. 

, The morris dance of Maid Marian’s time 
was of Moorish origin. It seems to have 
been introduced into England about the time 
of Edward III, but it did not become uni- 
versally popular until the time of Henry VII. 

“When danced in connection with May Day 
in later years the characters of Robin Hood, 
Friar Tuck, Maid Marian and Little John 
were generally introduced. Thus-the name of 
Maid Marian became permanently associated 
with the quaint old dance, which has sev- 
eral variations. The most popular one, which 
American college girls delight in today, and 
one which is often performed by school chil- 
dren in folk dancing,-is that of the ribbon 
streamers weaving from a pole. Costumes 
are decorated with small bells. Several mod- 
ern English composers have used the dance 
in idealized form. °

Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, French Indo-China and 
several of the lesser island possessions give 
substantial preference to goods coming from 
the mother countries, the preference ranging 
from an average of 12% per cent in Australia 
to an average of 15 per cent in New Zealand, 
although in some few instances they run as 
high as 30 to 40 per cent and more on certain 
mmodities. In India, Ceylon and the Dutch 
East Indies no preferences have been written 
into the tariff schedules. While such prefer- 
ences certainly affect adversely the sale of 
American goods in these markets, it is hard 
to see how they can be regarded as other than 
legitimate, and so long as they are net dis- 
criminatory we ‘can find no grounds for pro- 
testing against eam.

LL of this is dey what might be expected,

heavily the sale of a great quantity of Ameri- 
ean equipment in those regions.

Our two keenest rivals in 
the field are Great Britain and Germany, al- 
though practically every European country 
competes directly with one or another group 
of our export products. Great Britain has the 
advantage of being far earlier in the field 
than we, and the Far East is thoroughly 
covered by the commercial operations of the 
great British trading houses, well established 
as a result of years of unbroken successful 
operation. Germany, handicapped by the 
cessation of her activities during the World 
War, is nevertheless making strenuous efforts

at prices which we donot care to meet, at the

There have 
already been evidences of reaction from the 
extremes resorted to just after the resumption 


of wor'd trade, but it fs probable that Ger- 


many will, in the long run, prove to be a 
serious ompetitor in a relatively limited num- 
ber of lines.

UR greatest success so far in meeting this 
competition from Europe has been in 
China and Japan, which are also, fortunately, 
those in closest geographical proximity to our 
own Pacific Coast. AKhough we had a com- 
paratively late start, we are now the predom- 
inant suppliers of Occidental commodities to 
those countries, and we have also made grati- 
fying gains in our trade with Australia and 
New Zealand, despite the handicap of imperiai 
preference. The following table gives, for the 
more important Far Eastern trade areas, the 
values of imports from the United States and 
tho percentage cf total imports represented by 
the American share in the trade, comparing a 
prewar year with 1926:

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Indies: Our increased sales do not represent 
trade actually taken away from our competi- 
tors, since their exports to this area have also 
increased, thougn not to such a great extent 
as ours. 

There is some evidence that the trade lines 
of the future will knit the United States most 


‘closely with the relatively nearby countries 


of China and Japan, where we enjoy the 


-advantages of proximity, as compared with 


the European nations, and where our progress 
is unimpeded by the preference of colonies for 
the goods of their mother countries. It is to 
Japan and China that we shall be shipping 
the major portion of our sales‘to the Orient, 
and our purchases from them promise to con- 
tinue at a heavy rate. Our trade with more 
distant regions—regions nearer Enrope—will 
always show an adverse trade balance, since 
we shall be the larg»st buyers of their prod- 
uce, while our sales to them must compete 
with European products on terms somewhat 
disadvantageous to us. \ There is nothing to 
worry about in that, however, as all such 


, inequalities in the international flow of trade 


tend to be compensated in one way or another. 

Our task is to maintain our present rate 
of progress in penetrating the markets of the 
Far East. It is not an easy task, and it will 
take the best effort of our individual manu- 
facturers and exporters, of our trade asso- 
clations and of our Government agencies. 
Severe competitions will have to be met, our 
young men will have to go abroad to care for 
our interests, our merchants will have to 
invest their funds in new. trade. ventures. 
These things must be done if we are to cross 
successfully this new frontier of trade, 
next few years, the next few decades, will 
determine in a large measure the lines of our 
future commerce with the world, and they 
deserve our best efforts.

FUTURE OF INDIAN STUDENTS 
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» Farmington, N. Mex. (A.P.).—Saving the 
returned student from squandering his edu- 
cation is a problem before the officials of the 
Navajo reservation schools here, now that 
they have been reopened for the winter. 
The children of the Indian agency are 


taken through the primary grades of school 


at Shiprock which can accommodate 500, but 
must attend extra-agency schools for the 
higher grades. When their education in the 
reservation schools is énded, most of the 
children return to their homes where oppor- 
tunities for learning are meagre. As a result, 
the returted student becomes discouraged 
and finally goes back to the “blanket” Indian 
life. 
- Hugh Sousea, an educated Indian employe 
at Shiprock, for a number of years has tried 
to encourage the returned students to stay 
until they find employment. 

Cato Sells exemplifies the success of 
Sousea’s efforts to help the returned stu- 
dents. Sells was born on the reservation ip 
1906. At the age of 10 he entered schoo! at 
Shiprock. In 1920, when Lieut. D. Ray Camp- 
bell came to the Shiprock sehoo} to organize 
a» band, young Sells had ‘ developed into a 
well-trained musician. Two years later when 
the band leader was transferred to Sherman 
Institute at Riverside, Calif., Sells went with 
him. After finishing at Sherman he went 
to. the Riverside Polytechnic High School, 
from. which he graduated in June.
